Influential reality TV 


It’s easy to think of 
television as a eorrupting 
influenee on soeiety. And 
yes, it ean be. But televi- 
sion also has the power to 
ehange eulture for the bet- 
ter and in surprising ways. 

MTV’s Teen Mom and 16 and Preg- 
nant were both aeeused of glamorizing teen 
pregnaney. Both shows followed real teens 
through their pregnaneies and relationships 
with the fathers and their parents. The fear 
was that these shows would lead to more teen 
pregnaneies beeause teens would emulate 
what they saw on television. Just the oppo- 
site happened. 

In this week’s paper, we look at how teen- 
age pregnaneies have been deelining, as have 
abortions. The numbers are at a historie low. 
It’s a good trend to see and it’s interesting. 

As our article explores, researchers found 
that the shows actually encouraged teenag- 
ers to search for information on birth control. 
These researchers think that the shows led to an 
almost 6 percent decrease in teen pregnancies. 

Though the “stars” of these shows got to 
be on television and have a national audi- 
ence, what viewers saw was the true nature 
of teen pregnancy and all the challenges it 
brings. The reality spurred teens to seek ways 
to avoid the fate of those “stars.” 

In the same way, television has ushered in 
a huge sea of change in the way most peo- 
ple view homosexuality. In just 10 years, the 
number of Americans who support gay mar- 
riage has gone from 33 percent to 49 percent, 
and those opposed has dropped to 44 percent. 
According to Harris International, a polling 
firm, 34 percent of respondents said their views 
of gays and lesbians shifted because of watch- 
ing gays and lesbians on television shows. 

Sometimes it’s hard to know what came 
first, the television shows or people’s naturally 
changing views. HGTV is a good example of 
that. On shows that chronicle people search- 
ing for and buying houses, it seems a lot of 
younger single women are buying their own 
homes (and several seem to be from New 
Hampshire). And the numbers bear that out 
— 18 percent of homeowners are single wom- 
en while only 10 percent are single men. And 
according to a New York Times article, single 
women are currently buying homes at twice 
the rate of single men. Clearly, demograph- 
ic changes are behind this change. Younger 
women are better educated and earn more and 
wait longer to get married than women of pre- 
vious generations. Younger women also seem 
to be outpacing younger men in both educa- 
tion and earnings. According to a Wall Street 
Journal Article, young single childless women 
outeam their male counterparts. 

So what’s next for television and our soci- 
ety? Househusbands of Beverly Hillsl Just 
maybe.

New scenic byways 

Three newly designed seenie 
byways in New Hampshire fea- 
ture rolling open hills, a historic 
village, and an old stagecoach 
route, according to the Associat- 
ed Press. The routes comprise 101 
miles of coastal and rural roads, 
including the 45-mile Upper Lam- 
prey River Scenic Byway, which 
passes through Candia, Deerfield 
and Northwood and features pan- 
oramic views of mountains and 
farms and forests. 

A 44-mile drive follows Route 
121 north through Hampstead, 
Sandown, Derry, Chester and 
Auburn to Massabesic Lake. It 
then proceeds to Derry and the 
Robert Frost Memorial site and 
honors both the history of the orig- 
inal Boston-Haverhill-Concord 
stagecoach route and the land- 
scape written by Robert Frost. A 
12-mile route, the Mills Scenic 
Byway, runs through Newmarket, 
Durham, Madbury, Dover and Rol- 
linsford. The State’s scenic byway 
programs are eligible for federal 
funding and are connected to the 
National Scenic Byways Program. 

Local preference 

A new ordinance in Nashua 
could mean more contracts from 
the city will go to local business- 
es, NHPR reported. If the proposal 
goes into effect, Nashua business- 
es competing for city contracts 
would see bids lowered from 3 to 
5 percent depending on the size of 
the contract. The ordinance was 
created by Alderman Ken Siegel, 
who said that benefits to hiring 
local businesses include their abil- 
ity to resolve problems quickly 


and their knowledge of the city. 
The proposal, which would not 
include city contracts with state or 
federal funding, was unanimous- 
ly supported by the alderman’s 
Finance Committee. 

Disclose spending 

The House passed a bill that 
would require third-party groups to 
disclose political spending after a 
long debate about free speech and 
political spending, the Concord 
Monitor reported. An earlier ver- 
sion of the bill passed the Senate, 
but in the House it was amended, so 
it will go back to the Senate, which 
can accept or defeat it, or ask for a 
committee of conference. If the bill 
becomes a law, it would require all 
groups of two or more individuals 
to file a report with the Secretary 
of State’s office that discloses how 
money is being spent on advocating 
for or against an issue. 

Not seeking re-election 

New Hampshire state Sena- 
tor Jim Rausch, who sponsored 
the proposal for a 4.2-cent state 
gas tax increase (which recent- 
ly passed both the House and 
Senate) announced last week 
that he will not seek re-election, 
NHPR reported. Senator Rausch, 
a republican from Derry, served 
two terms started in 2010 and 
chaired the transportation com- 
mittee during both terms. He held 
a seat for five terms in the House 
of Representatives before that. 
Two other Republican senators. 
Bob Odell of New London and 
Peter Bragdon of Milford, also 
will not be seeking re-election, 
which means the Senate could 



According to the Concord Monitor, the 
Boscawen historic committee is asking 
its residents to help decide how the 1913 
Boscawen library building should be used 
in the future.The building currently holds 
historic documents and books but it has not 
been used as a library since 2006, when a 
new one was built for the town. 


Wolfeboro Police Commis- 
sioner Robert Copeland has 
resigned after using the N-word 
to describe Pres. Barack Obama, 
NHPR reported. The resignation 
comes after days of local and 
national demands that he step 
down. Copeland initially refused 
to apologize for using the racial 
slur to describe Obama. 


More than 6,000 people 
came out for Concord’s 
Rock ’N Race, an annual 
event that supports Concord 
Hospital’s Payson Center for 
Cancer Care, the Concord 
Monitor reported. The turnout 
was larger than ever; since its 
inaugural year in 2003, it has 
raised more than $3.2 million 
for the Payson Center, not 
including how much it raised 
this year. 


New England College in Hen- 
niker graduated its first 
doctoral class last week, the 
Concord Monitor reported. 
Eighteen students with con- 
centrations in either higher 
education administration and 
K-12 leadership graduated 
from the three-year acceler- 
ated program.

Officer fatally shot 

Brentwood poliee offieer Steve 
Arkell, 48, was fatally shot last 
Monday before the home where 
the shooting oeeurred exploded 
and was eonsumed by fire, the 
Coneord Monitor and other loeal 
news sourees reported. Arkell 
had been responding to a eall 
regarding a domestie dispute at 
46 Mill Pond Road. He was invit- 
ed into the home by the gunman’s 
father, 86-year-old Walter Nolan, 
but Arkell was shot by 47-year- 
old Miehael Nolan before he had 
time to pull his weapon, authori- 
ties stated. 

Later in the afternoon, a large 
explosion shook the neighbor- 
hood and blew some of the roof 
off the house, killing Miehael 
Nolan and destroying the house. 
Authorities said Miehael Nolan is 
believed to have started the fire. 
Walter Nolan was taken to a hos- 
pital, treated for minor injuries 
and released. Arkell, who worked 
for the Brentwood Poliee Depart- 
ment for 15 years as a part-time 
offieer, was married and had two 
teenage daughters. 

Death penalty repeal 

In its seeond eonsideration of 
the legislation, the New Hamp- 
shire House voted 218-117 to 
repeal the state’s death penal- 
ty, WMUR reported. It’s the same 
way it voted the first time, but this 
vote eomes after the Senate tabled 
it. The bill will now go baek to the 
Senate, where it faees the possibili- 
ty of being reconsidered before the 


end of the legislative session June 
5. Last week, an execution was 
botched in Oklahoma and support- 
ers of the bill are hoping that will 
encourage the Senate to pass it. 

Clinic buffer zone 

According to the Associat- 
ed Press, the New Hampshire 
House voted last week to estab- 
lish a buffer zone of up to 25 feet 
around reproductive health facil- 


ities where abortions are offered. 
Before a vote of 162-100, critics 
took hours arguing that the bill 
singles out a special interest group 
for protection at the expense of 
the free speech rights of abor- 
tion opponents. The amended 
bill, which was filed in response 
to protests and picket activity at 
Planned Parenthood’s health cen- 
ter in Manchester, now goes back 
to the Senate for review. A

For the first time in a decade, no New 

■ Hampshire Army National Guard members 
are away on deployment, WMUR reported. 
All 1,700 members are home, including the 
last member who was welcomed back from 
Kosovo last Wednesday. In 2010 and 2011, 
nearly 1,000 members of the New Hamp- 
shire National Guard were deployed at one 
time. The next deployment is scheduled for 
September, when 12 members will head to 
Afghanistan. Currently, 153 Air National 
Guard members are deployed. 


Last Wednesday, Gov. Maggie Hassan issued 
an executive order to put a freeze on state 
hiring and spending. The order came after 
a palpable decline in state revenue in April, 
WMUR reported. Going into April, the state 
boasted a $25 million surplus, but it has been 
carved down to less than $4 million. State Re- 
publicans criticized Hassan, stating this was 
something she should have seen coming.

16 and not pregnant 

NH ranks lowest for number of teen pregnancies

Granite State teenagers aren’t having any 
less sex than teens aeross the nation — but 
they are having fewer pregnaneies. 

“What we know in New Hampshire is the 
rate of teens that report having sex is proba- 
bly just about the same nationally, which is 
interesting,” said Tricia Tilley, administrator 
of Maternal and Child Health at New Hamp- 
shire Department of Health and Human 
Services. 

It’s interesting because despite that. New 
Hampshire has the lowest rate of teen preg- 
nancies in the nation — 28 per 1 ,000 teenage 
females — according to national statistics 
released last week by the Guttmacher Insti- 
tute, a reproductive health research and 
policy advocacy group. The study looks at 
2010 statistics. 

The study found that across the nation, 
teen pregnancy rates have hit historical lows. 
There’s been a 51 -percent drop in pregnan- 
cy, abortion and birth rates amongst females 
ages 15 to 19 from the peak in 1990, with a 
15-percent decline in just the last two years. 

The report attributes the decline to an 
increase in contraceptive use and access to 
healthcare, and that’s tme in New Hampshire, 
Tilley said. Forty-eight percent of high school 
girls in New Hampshire report using birth con- 
trol, compared with 30 percent nationwide. 

“What we can surmise is kids are having 
better access to both primary care or access to 



family planning services,” she said. “We are 
always working hard to make sure our kids 
have access, and we want to make sure fam- 
ilies are engaging with them. Parents are the 
first step.” 

Embracing social media as an educational 
tool is an important factor too, said Jenni- 
fer Frizzell, senior policy advisor of Planned 
Parenthood of Northern New England, 
because they have the potential to reach 
more teens. 

“Planned Parenthood has created an array 
of digital education tools to help young peo- 
ple stay healthy and plan for their futures,” 


she said. “In order to reach as many teens 
as possible we need to embrace social media 
and technically innovative interventions.” 

But the information isn’t reaching all teens 
evenly. Even though the state’s teen pregnan- 
cy rate is low, it varies by race. Black teens 
in the state have a 25 percent higher rate than 
whites, and amongst Hispanic teens, the rate 
is nearly 40 percent higher. 

“We certainly see higher teen birth rates 
among low-income areas,” Tilley said. “We 
know certain parts of the state have much 
higher rates, like in Manchester, and Sulli- 
van and Coos county. We know that there are

pockets we can do better.” 

In Manchester, there were 35.6 births in 
2012 per 1,000 females ages 15 to 19. In 
Coos and Sullivan counties, there were 16.6 
and 18.8 per 1,000 females, respectively, 
according to DHHS. In response to that, the 
department has put extra resources like teen 
pregnancy prevention programs in those 
areas and is continuing to monitor the data. 
Rockingham County had the lowest rates, at 
8.3 per 1,000 females. 

Each school district in New Hampshire 
develops its own health curriculum. There’s 
no set sex-education framework for the state, 
nor is it funded by state dollars. 

As of the most recent budget, the state no 
longer receives a small federal Social Security 
Act Grant called “Abstinence Only Until Mar- 
riage,” which it received for about 10 years, 
said Frizzell. That grant required educators 
to teach “a mutually faithful monogamous 
relationship in the context of marriage is the 
expected standard of all human sexual activ- 
ity” and “sexual activity outside the context 
of marriage is likely to have harmful psycho- 
logical and physical effects.” 

“That was eliminated in the most recent 
budget because it was simply inconsistent 
with the evidence-based approach,” said 
Frizzell. 

Some recent research is showing that the 
non-glamorous TV reality shows like MTV’s 
Teen Mom and 16 and Pregnant may be con- 
tributing to the lowering of teen pregnancy 
rates. Tilley said studies have shown that they 
have somewhat of a “protective factor.” 

“Teens are not as supportive of being 
pregnant after watching those shows,” she 
said. “Teens are not saying, ‘Oh that’s a great 
idea.’ Even though the image is out there, the 
reality is those shows show it’s very hard.” 

One study by the National Bureau of 
Economic Research released in January 
uses data from Google Trends and Twitter, 
Nielsen ratings viewership data and Vital 
Statistics birth data to try to measure the 
influence of exposure to 16 and Pregnant on 
changes in teen birth rates. 

“We find that 16 and Pregnant led to more 
searches and tweets regarding birth control 
and abortion, and ultimately led to a 5.7 per- 
cent reduction in teen births in the 1 8 months 
following its introduction,” the authors wrote 
in the study’s abstract. “This accounts for 
around one-third of the overall decline in teen 
births in the United States during that period.” 

In general, teen moms and their children 
are more likely to be poor and attain less edu- 
cation. There are increased health risks too, 
like high blood pressure and preeclampsia, 
which can result in organ damage, Tilley said. 

“The teen mom is at risk for having a life- 
time of lower expectations,” she said. A

Leveled learning 

City school districts consider heterogeneous classes

In the Manchester School District’s middle 
and high schools, for most subjects, students 
sit among peers who have similar academic 
abilities. Classes have four levels, with 4 being 
the most challenging and 1 the most basic. 

Ideally, the levels students are placed in 
initially don’t seal their fate for the next four 
years, said Manchester School District Assis- 
tant Superintendent David Ryan. 

“We never want a student to feel they are 
pigeonholed, because we want them to be 
able to rise in academic levels,” he said. “If 
they were to begin in Level 1 as freshmen, it 
would be wonderful if they all move up.” 

But that doesn’t often happen, Ryan said. 
Instead, problems arise at the lower levels. 
Students display higher rates of code of con- 
duct violations, absences and lower academic 
achievement. They are also more likely to 
drop out of school or take longer to graduate, 
and they’re not entering post-secondary expe- 
riences of their choice. 

“You ask [lower level] students what they 
want to do weeks before they graduate and 
they don’t know,”he said. “At level 3 and 4, 
their plans are made because they have choic- 
es. Our goal is to have every student, when they 
graduate, have the ability to make a choice.” 

That challenge has Manchester administra- 
tors, as well as officials at other local school 
districts, researching, testing, and/or imple- 
menting some classrooms that are more 
heterogeneous and less dependent on keeping 
kids segregated based on achievement. 

A growing trend 

In the past five or so years, a shift away from 
tracks and leveling and toward heterogeneity 
has become more popular, local administrators 
said. Many New Hampshire charter schools 
and school districts have implemented at least 
some heterogeneous classrooms that keep stu- 
dents of all abilities together. 

It’s a model that encourages single-lev- 
el classrooms, where teachers then organize 
students into smaller groups on a short-term 
basis, based on their interests, experience or 
speed of work. 

The New England Association of School 
and Colleges, a voluntary school accredita- 
tion agency, strongly promotes heterogeneous 
classrooms and first developed a standard for 
it 14 years ago. In order for New Hampshire 
high schools to remain accredited, they now 
must offer at least one unleveled course. 

“It’s really about equitable access for stu- 
dents so they are not shut out of courses,” said 
Janet Allison, director of NEASC commision 
on public secondary schools.

Research finds that when students who 
are still building fundamental skills are in a 
classroom with accelerated-track students, 
academic “skills modeling” occurs, Ryan 
said. Those who would traditionally be in 
lower-level classes see the rewards of apply- 
ing themselves because they are surrounded 
by students who do so on a regular basis. 

While the Manchester school district is 
hoping to test heterogeneous classes at the 
middle-school level for a couple classes next 
year, the Concord School District has already 
eliminated leveling at middle schools. The 
change was initiated by teachers of low-level 
classes who said their students were capa- 
ble of greater achievement but needed more 
motivation, said Christine Rath, superinten- 
dent of the Concord School district. 

The middle school classrooms now use the 
flexible grouping concept. 

“For specific projects or topics, they might 
group according to interest or experience, but 
it’s always short term. It’s not, ‘You’re in this 
low level,”’ Rath said. 

At the high school. Concord has been grad- 
ually reducing and eliminating low-level 
classes over the past decade, beginning with 
history. Most recently, low-level chemistry 
disappeared. To accompany the new structure, 
the district created 45-minute support classes 
for students who need extra instruction. 

“To level students, you have to make a 
decision about something, and it’s a very 
important decision,” said Rath. “We’re cau- 
tious to make that decision because, in the 
end, they’re all going to have to perform at a 
very high level in this world.” 

The implementations of heterogeneous 
classrooms with flexible grouping has result- 
ed in fewer students failing classes. Rath said. 

Challenges to de-tracking 

Despite heavy support for the flexible 
grouping structure amongst administrators, 
heterogeneous classes pose significant prob- 
lems, especially at the outset, district 
administrators said.

‘The challenge teachers are faced with is, 
how do they differentiate instruction for the 
many different places a student is at?” said 
Mark Conrad, superintendent of the Nashua 
city school district. 

Nashua levels most of its high school class- 
es and places middle school students in one 
of three “levels of achievement” after assess- 
ing them in unleveled environments during 
the first 30 days of Grade 6. De-tracking has 
been an ongoing debate amongst teachers, 
the board of education and parents, but it has 
failed to gain enough momentum to change 
policy, Conrad said. 

“You could have a student who is two years 
below grade level on math, so the challenge 
for teachers is, how do you differentiate your 
instruction? ... Leveling provides teachers 
with a more clustered group who are closer 
to being in a similar place,” he said. 

Teachers also need to make sure that the 
level of work stays high for all students, 
which Rath said is an ongoing concern 
among parents in the Concord district. 

“It’s a legitimate concern that our teachers 
are working really hard on,” Rath said. 

For districts that do make changes, they 
happen differently depending on the size of 
schools, Allison said. 

“We have a school in Connecticut, a large 
high school, that has for years required all 
students to take a current event course senior 
year and it’s totally non-ability based,” Alli- 
son said. 


Veteran Manchester Central High School 
English teacher Selma Naccach-Hoff said the 
school has always had some kind of leveling, 
and while she is open to exploring options, 
she thinks the current levels are working and 
wants to be certain changes are made for the 
right reasons — to support student success. 

“The purpose of levels are to make certain 
that all students learn, and different students 
learn at a different pace,” she said. “The 
upper levels can go more quickly, and lower 
levels need more time, teacher input, struc- 
ture and guidance.” 

Naccach-Hoff suggested some classes 
may lend themselves more easily to mixed- 
level structure, though. She currently teaches 
a mixed-level Greek mythology. 

“That one happens to be a course that does 
work well,” she said. “The levels are pretty 
close to one another. There’s no great dispar- 
ity of learning speeds.” 

While critics fear the change would be too 
daunting for teachers and less vigorous for 
advanced students, Ryan pointed out that it’s 
already how learning works in elementary 
schools and within leveled classes. 

“Even in a Level 3 math class you have 
a group who needs some extra practice, and 
you have another group . . . performing fairly 
well, and then there’s a group who is excel- 
ling,” he said. “So you’re still teaching to 
three groups of learners. That begs the ques- 
tions, how are we not able to do it with all of 
our students?” A

Work hard, play hard 

Project Play created by youth for youth 

Trinity High School junior Luke Testa is helpingto promote active lives for southern New 
Hampshire’s youth. Project Play (proJectplaynh.wix.com/proJectplaynh), the nonprofit 
organization he founded with two other local teens, has raised money to get about 40 
kids in need involved in local sports. 


How did Project Play come to 
® be, and what do you do? 

0 I was picked to go to a youth 
leadership eonferenee last year. A 
student from eaeh high sehool in New Hamp- 
shire got to go. I met with people from my 
distriet there. Kate Aiken is from Central 
High Sehool and Courtney Pederson is from 
Bedford. The last day of the eonferenee we 
made a eommunity serviee projeet. ... At first 
we ereated this one-day field day for kids in 
Manehester, but we eouldn’t do it beeause 
of insuranee eomplieations. So after that we 
eame up with Projeet Play. We’re a not-for- 
profit organization, and we sponsor kids to 
play sports who ean’t afford it. We eontaet 
loeal sports leagues like little leagues and the 
YMCA, and they will give us ehildren who 
ean’t afford it, and we’ll provide the money. 

What drew you to this idea? 

First off, we’ve all grown up playing little 
league sports, and so we really understand, 
looking baek, how mueh it really helped us. 
You learn a lot of stuff from sports you ean’t 
learn from sehool, like teamwork, hard work, 
dedieation and perseveranee — you learn a lot 
of life skills. We’re all from the Manehester 
area, and we see a lot of kids who ean’t afford 
to play sports. We’ve all been lueky enough 
to have family that ean provide for us. So we 
really wanted just to help out. We know the 
benefit of sports, and the need is out there. 

How do you raise the money?

More New Hampshirites working 

New data from New Hampshire Employment Seeurity shows the 
state’s seasonally adjusted unemployment rate has fallen again, this 
time by a tenth of a pereentage point. It fell to 4.4 pereent in April from 
4.5 pereent in Mareh, Foster’s Daily Demoerat reported. In April 2013, 
the state’s unadjusted unemployment rate was 5.3 pereent. Last month, 
there were an estimated 551,200 private- seetor jobs, whieh is 6,500 
more than Mareh and 1 1,400 more than a year ago. New jobs were ere- 
ated in the eonstruetion, hospitality and retail seetors, although loeal 
government lost about 900 positions.

Unmet expectations follow Bruins 


High expectations 
are tricky. On the bright 
side they get fans juiced 
for what lies ahead and 
give a team a helpful 
sense of confidence. On 
the downside they can 
become impossible-to-live-up-to runaway 
expectations that lead to eventual disap- 
pointment. And that sense of confidence 
can turn into overconfidence, and that has 
a way of catching up to a team and its fans 
as well. 

That’s why the 2013 Red Sox story was 
so great. No one anywhere saw it coming, 
except maybe in the general manager’s 
office. But I even doubt that. It’s exactly 
opposite with the Bruins, where after they 
ran up a league-best 117 regular-season 
points, a deep playoff run was expected. 
But thanks to the hated Montreal Cana- 
diens, so much for the notion of this being 
a great spring to be a Bruins fan. Instead, 
after the lost four games to three in Round 
II, it’s a major disappointment. 

I don’t know about you, but things rare- 
ly felt right during the series, even up 3-2. 
That’s because they don’t deal with pros- 
perity all that well and thus the Game 6 
blow-out in Montreal was not unexpect- 
ed. And, considering the sorry track record 
for predictions, neither was Game 7, after 
human jinx Dan Shaughnessy’s Boston 
Globe column the morning of the game 
proclaimed “The Bruins Will Win.” As usu- 
al, he was wrong. The Canadiens used the 
momentum gained in Game 6 to put the B’s 
in a 2-0 hole they couldn’t climb out of, and 
Boston was eliminated in a 3-1 loss. 

This one hurts what I thought was an 
overconfident Bruins Nation, who seemed 
to expect an easy win over Montreal and 
that a trip to the finals was a forgone con- 
clusion. Probably not as devastating as the 
Bobby Orr- and Phil Esposito-led big bad 
Bruins getting upset by another underdog 
Montreal team in 1971 when a 23 -year-old 


goalie named Ken Dryden stood on his 
head for the Habs in an even bigger upset. 
True, it was the first sign of what was to 
come regularly from the eventual Hall of 
Famer, but at that point he was doing it 
with all of six NHL games of experience 
under his belt and the Bruins were, well, 
THE BRUINS, so it was stunning. But, this 
one is similar, because both Bruins teams 
were overpowering in the regular season, 
and the fan fervor these days is the closest 
it’s been since the franchise’s all-time pop- 
ularity was at its zenith in the 1970s. 

Now come the panicked post-mortems. 
They need more speed. Claude, Claude, 
Claude! They didn’t get an experienced 
defenseman at the trade deadline. They 
need to adjust to the Canadiens’ style — 
which seems silly, because good teams 
make the other guy play their game. And 
given the Bs’ outstanding regular sea- 
son, the problem was they didn’t make the 
Canadiens play their game. Which is why 
hearing some say they need to be smarter 
is the one that makes the most sense to me. 
Montreal clearly got in their head to win the 
mental game hands down. 

So people want moves! But they should 
keep in mind what Red Auerbach said 
after the Celtics were swept by the pretty 
good Milwaukee Bucks in the 1983 play- 
offs. People were ticked, to which he said 
the worst thing you can do is overreact to a 
bad loss and make decisions in haste. So he 
didn’t, because he knew his team had gone 
stale at the worst time, partly because all 
but Larry Bird had tuned out the exact- 
ing Bill Fitch. He knew they just needed 
a tweak. So when Fitch resigned a few 
days later, the player-friendly KC Jones 
replaced him and back-up big Rick Robey 
was traded to Phoenix for a glue player in 
Dennis Johnson to give them a big guard 
to cover Andrew Toney and Magic John- 
son. The tweaks worked, and they won it 
all in 1984. 

The Bruins are similar: talented but miss- 


ing something. The first problem is what I 
said a few weeks back: They have a ten- 
dency to relax when they think they have 
the upper hand. That figured in last year’s 
Round I escape vs. Toronto and probably 
explains how they could blow a three- 
games-to-none lead before being run out 
in seven by the Flyers in 2010. A different 
team, but enough of the core was there then 
for it to be considered a trait. It clearly sur- 
faced again in Game 6 when they played 
like they knew they didn’t have to win and 
got blown out 4-0. That gave the Canadiens 
momentum and they capitalized. 

Another problem is their ability to close 
out a series. They’re now just 4-5 in Game 
7s under Claude Julien. Admittedly, 
Game 7s are a crap shoot, but great teams 
are killers when they need just one win. 
That’s what the Bill Russell Celtics spe- 
cialized in while never losing a Game 7 in 
13 years. Ditto for the Jordan Bulls in the 
1990s and what the Canadiens, Islanders 
and Edmonton did as back-to-back-to-back 
mini-dynasties that won 14 times in the 16 
years between 1976 and 1990. 

The best right now at it are the Miami 
Heat, who can blow you out, or gut it 
out before making big plays at the end of 
tight games as they did vs. New Jersey on 
Wednesday when Ray Allen made a kill- 
er three with 32 seconds left. That gave 
them their first lead since the second peri- 
od and they won the game by two points. 
That’s what great teams do, and it’s what 
seems to be keeping a “talented” team that 
plays better with its back to the wall from 
becoming one that moves to the next level 
to dominate. 

So now it’s up to the brass to assess the 
damage and what’s needed — a tweak or a 
big move — to find the glue player to take 
them from a talented team of unfulfilled 
high expectations to the multiple Cup win- 
ner their talent suggests they can be.

Sports Glossary 

The Dennis Johnson Trade: A 1984 deal where Red Auerbach somehow got a first- 
round draft pick and all-world defensive, supreme clutch performing guard Dennis 
Johnson for back-up center Rick Robey, whose PT was already swallowed up by 
young ’n Kevin McHale. 

The 1970s Canadiens: They won four straight Stanley Cups starting in 1976 behind 
the splendid goaltending of the cerebral Ken Dryden and an offense keyed by high-fly- 
ing winger Guy LaFleur. In all they sent an astonishing 10 players and Coach Scotty 
Bowman to the Hall of Fame. 

The 1980s New York Islanders: Upstart franchise that joined the NHL as an expan- 
sion entry in 1972. As its young talent acquired with high draft picks and other cagey 
selections matured, it followed Montreal’s four-Cup mn with four of its own between 
1980 and 1983 behind Hall of Famers Denis Potvin, Mike Bossy, Bryan Trottier and 
the ultra-clutch goalie Billy Smith. 

The 1980s Edmonton Oilers: When the Islanders went down in 1984, Edmonton 
immediately started a mn of winning six Cups over the next eight years. They did 
it with the greatest offensive attack the NHL has ever seen, led by the incomparable 
Wayne Gretzky. But it wasn’t all the Great One, because after he flew south to L.A. 
in 1990, they won again that year behind team leader Mark Messier, who also led the 
Rangers to the 1994 Cup, while Gretzky never won again after leaving his buddy Mess- 
ier behind.

The Weirs is also a 
docking station for the Mount Washington.

The third 
Smokin’ Stangs Mustang Rally starts at the Weirs on Friday, June 27, with a meet and 
greet from noon to 5 p.m. And of course, Weirs Beach is the hotspot for the 91st annual 
Laconia Motorcycle Week, the third largest motorcycle rally in the country, taking place 
Saturday, June 7, to Saturday, June 14. The event attracts about 300,000 people each year 
and features live music, food from a variety of vendors and lots of demos and rides.

Do you Dare? 

Seventh Nashua Symposium flourishing

Word about the Nashua Sculpture Sym- 
posium has finally gotten around. 

People aren’t scratching their heads 
anymore but instead are offering up their 
homes, their home-cooked food, their 
photography skills and their language 
expertise to the international artists who 
are staying in Nashua this May. In its sev- 
enth year, people are finally learning about 
the city’s annual, month-long event, and 
what’s more, they want to be a part of it. 

“This year, we’ve really blossomed,” 
said Kathy Hersh outside NIMCO on 
Pine Street Extension, where the artists 
worked in Nashua last week. ‘T think 
there’s a greater awareness of art and dif- 
ferent cultures around here. Our goal is 
to have art as part of everyday living, 
art that you can walk by on your way to 
work, on your way to the library. But it’s 
also much bigger than that. It’s about the 
community.” 

That day, the sun was out and the clouds 
were gone, but in that part of Nashua, the 
sky was not clear. It was dusty with chips 
of stone flying about, and it was noisy, too, 
as three artists — Amgalan Tsevegmid 
from Mongolia, Lasha Khidasheli from 
the Republic of Georgia and Kim Sunjin 
from Korea — were chipping and grind- 
ing away at granite that, in a couple weeks’ 
time, would become a permanent part of 
the cityscape of downtown Nashua. 

Nashua is the only city in the country 
with an international sculpture symposium. 
Every year, artists from all over the world 
— oftentimes, from places represented in 
Nashua’s own diverse community — trav- 
el to the city to create permanent art for 
its downtown. Past works are scattered 
around Nashua, meant to provide life, cul- 
ture and conversation. 


It takes a lot of people to put something 
like this together. Hersh, a member of the 
Nashua Sculpture Symposium committee 
who served the city as a community devel- 
opment director for many years, named a 
few on that unexpectedly warm day. 

The Milford Granite Company, she 
said, provided the stone the artists sculpt- 
ed with, free of charge; Alan Leech, Ken 
Harvey and Susan Morse took photos; 
NIMCO offered their forklifts and mate- 
rials (not to mention physical help, lifting 
and moving the stones); Bronze Crafts cre- 
ated bronze plaques for the sculptures; the 
folks at Mogi’z Hair Salon & Art Gallery 
cooked the artists meals; people from the 
Picker Building cooked a supper; and the 
Hunt Community created a magnificent 
food sculpture for the opening reception 
in early May. The Hunt Community also 


took in artist Tsevegmid, and locals Kar- 
en Goddard, Cornelia Eschbom and Peter 
Dybwad provided a temporary home for 
Khidasheli and Sunjin during the sculp- 
tors’ stay. 

Two of the artists — Tsevegmid and Khi- 
dasheli — also participated in the Andres 
Institute of Art International Sculpture 
Symposium. Andres Director John Weid- 
man meets many of the artists Nashua and 
Andres bring in through his own experi- 
ences in creating internationally. Weidman 
is very involved with this Symposium, as 
well, and is on hand for most of the time 
that the artists create. 

On this third day of creating, the artists 
were already quite far along. Their artis- 
tic theme was “Dare to Create,” and they 
dared, opting even to keep working on 
their off day. 


Tsevegmid’s sculpture was already 
beginning to look like his sketch. “Morn- 
ing Mirage” is a bit similar to the piece he 
created in Brookline at the Andres Institute 
a few years back during its Symposium. 
It encompasses the symmetry in art that’s 
traditional in Mongolia, he said. When fin- 
ished, the piece will be on the Riverwalk 
by Continental Square. 

The youngest, most petite artist and only 
girl of the group, Sunjin, was all action. 
(“You should see her at work. Get some 
pictures of that,” Weidman said at the 
beginning of the visit.) 

“We were anxious to see that we had a 
woman sculptress this year,” Hersh said. 
“John [Weidman] specifically pursued 
sculptors from Korea.” (The city has a 
Korean population, and Nashua and An 
Sung, Korea, are sister cities.) 

Khidasheli’s piece was coming along 
too. His is a modern sculpture, abstract 
in its shape and form, meant to convey 
the evolution of stories, passed on from 
generation to generation. His will be at 
City Hall. 

He says you shouldn’t worship art, but 
you should serve it instead. 

“Art is for people,” he said. “It radiates 
energy. It will attract people. . . . Art with- 
out politics or religion is free and from 
the heart. ... And I am doing this piece 
from my heart.” 

Right now, there are 17 sculptures from 
past years installed in downtown Nashua, 
with three more on the way. 

“Some of them, you know exactly what 
they are. Some of them you have to inter- 
pret,” Hersh said. “There are a couple of 
sculptures that, over the years, have gen- 
erated a lot of discussion. Some think 
that’s controversial, but really, it’s con- 
versation, and it’s important to have those 
conversations.” A

Making 'Peace” 

Women Singing OUT! performs at Audubon

Equality, freedom, peaee, wildlife — 
Women Singing OUT’s new artistie direetor. 
Dr. Raehel Samet, had a lot to eonsider when 
ehoosing the musie for the eommunity eho- 
rus’s upeoming eoneert, ‘The Peaee of Wild 
Things,” whieh makes its debut at the Mass- 
abesie Audubon Center in Auburn Saturday, 
June 1, at 3 p.m. 

She wanted to ensure the eoneert fit well 
with what it eelebrates that day — the New 
Hampshire Audubon’s 100-year anniversa- 
ry — but also with the mission of the ehorus, 
eomprised of lesbians and friends of the les- 
bian eommunity who strive to inspire soeial 
ehange through the power of song. 

“It’s a women’s ehorus of all different sex- 
ual orientations, but the mission is bigger 
than that. It’s about all kinds of justiee and all 
kinds of freedom,” Samet said, shortly before 
the ehorus ’s rehearsals last Wednesday. 

We sat outside the Christ Episeopal Chureh 
in Portsmouth, where ears were whipping by 
and the sun was beginning to set. The ehureh 
itself looks like a restored bam from the out- 
side; it’s large, briek-red, and out front there’s 
a street sign that says “Come as You Are, 
Leave Refreshed.” 

In her year with WSO!, Samet has appre- 
eiated the ambition and passion of the group. 

“Oftentimes, I think that we think of wom- 
en’s chomses as being of only one color or one 
feeling — of being sort of gentle or maternal, 
but really women can sing aggressively and 
passionately, and I’ve liked exploring all differ- 
ent kinds of styles for this group,” Samet said. 

The idea for the Auburn concert began with 
choms member Beverly Youree, who’s also a 
volunteer at the Massabesic Audubon Center. 
The event would be one hour, with no inter- 
mission, and it would coincide with a nature 
walk through the Audubon’s garden and 
100-year-old bam. 

“It’s a nice way to tie in with the anniver-

sary and give the choir a chance to perform 
somewhere other than the seacoast, which is 
where our base is,” Youree said. 

Samet drew the name and theme of the 
show from the poem “The Peace of Wild 
Things” by Wendell Berry, which they’ll sing 
set to music by Joan Szymko. The songs that 
follow fit themes that coincide with the Audu- 
bon and the choms, with the result being a 
mix of peaceful and striking songs. 

“We’re singing ‘Ani Ma’amin,’ a tradi- 
tional Jewish piece that was sung as people 
were heading to concentration camps. . . . But 
it’s not all heavy. There’s a silly piece about 
gardening, one about how to vacuum your 
house, too,” Samet said. 

Samet has been in New Hampshire for two 
years, having moved back to New England 
from Hawaii. She currently teaches at The 
Derryfield and was the artistic director for its 
ambitious youth production. Rent. 

“We don’t want someone who’s going to 
give us easy music. We want to be challenged, 
and we expect to grow musically under her as 
well,” said Ellen Marlatt, a choms member 
who was on the selection committee. 

WSO! is a place to make friends and find 
support, a place where you can just be who 
you are and be accepted for it, said Jean Elli- 
son, a singer who’s been part of the group for 
more than 10 years. 

She’s been part of many local singing 
groups — the Seacoast Choral Society in 
Durham, the Rockingham Choral Society in 
Exeter — but to her, there’s something quite 
different about WSO! 

“I was so thrilled to find it,” Ellison said, 
just before an evening rehearsal.

Hidden between southern New 
Hampshire’s eities are hundreds of 
aeres of green land and 35 miles of 
wooded trails that are tended to by 
the Beaver Brook Nature Center, 
whieh, on Saturday, May 31, will 
eelebrate its 50th birthday. 

“The eoneept of the eelebration is 
promoting the aequisition of [ease- 
ments for] 22 hundred aeres of land 
in a fast-growing region.

really upheld our mission.” 

Last year, the eenter aequired the 
eonservation easements on its land, 
whieh means that no one will be 
allowed to develop it, even if some- 
thing happens to the eenter. 

Barr said the greatest thing about 
the eenter is that you don’t need to 
be a member to enjoy it.

of by volunteers, are open all year 
from dusk until dawn, for walking, 
running, horsebaek riding, biking 
and, in the winter, eross-eountry 
skiing and snowshoeing. Hidden 
in the paths are beaver lodges and 
dams, eabins, wildlife and an ash 
bark wigwam. The eenter also has 
12 themed gardens for people to 
pienie in. 

Beaver Brook offers edueation- 
al programs year-round for area 
sehools as well as adults.

16 weeks of week-long summer 
eamps with different eonservation 
and nature themes. 

“I feel like our mission is more 
important than ever now. What’s 
happening with our soeiety, the 
inerease in obesity and other health 
issues — anxiety and depression — 
it’s been doeumented that nature 
remediates those issues,” Barr said. 
“So there’s a lot of human benefit 
to nature.” 

The birthday party will feature 
a barbeeue luneh from Green- 
house Catering and live musie from 
T’Aeadie. People will get to enjoy 


horse-drawn earriage rides, old 
fashioned games and guided hikes. 
The event will also feature birth- 
day eake and an award eeremony 
for longtime staff and volunteers. 
Everyone is weleome, but tiekets 
mueh be purehased in advanee. 

“This is a very eommunity-ori- 
ented [organization]. We don’t 
get government funding; we are 
supported by general donors and 
members and those partieipating 
in our programs,” Barr said. “It’s 
through the eommunity that we 
have aeeomplished so mueh and the 
work we do here.” •

The accidental tomato 

Growing an edible plant in the house

This year I met a lifelong goal of growing 
an edible tomato in the house, though I have 
to admit that it was quite by aeeident. Last 
fall I dug up an avoeado plant that had started 
itself in the eompost pile. Mixed in with the 
soil were seeds that germinated, ineluding a 
tomato, a pepper and, of eourse, weeds. I let 
the tomato grow and harvested a ripe toma- 
to on May 10. 

The plant has been in a west-faeing window, 
and although I did provide some supplemen- 
tal lighting, that was only for a month or so. 
I don’t know what kind of tomato it is, but 
the flavor was exeellent — a eombination of 
sweet and tangy. 

A few words about “volunteer” tomatoes: I 
get some in my garden eaeh year but never let 
them develop beeause many are not partieu- 
larly tasty. Most modem tomatoes are hybrids 
(Big Boy, Jet Star, Sun Gold are all hybrids). 
That means that someone figured out that 
speeifie erosses of the parents would produee 
a tomato with desirable eharaeteristies. But 
seeds from these hybrids will not breed tme. 
Seeds saved from a Big Boy will most likely 
revert to one of the parents of the fruit, whieh 
may not be espeeially niee. So as you elean 
up your garden this spring, I reeommend that 
you yank the babies. 

What we call heirloom tomatoes do breed 
tme. Tomatoes, unless manipulated for grow- 
ing seed, are self-pollinating. Heirlooms such 
as Brandywine, Purple Cherokee and Ox 
Heart will produce seeds that you can save 
each year and get just what you had the gen- 
eration before. Heirlooms are not often sold 
at the grocery store because they are often of 
irregular size and shape (hard to package) and 
don’t have the tough skins needed for shipping 
and handling. But they have amazing flavors. 

I grow both heirlooms and hybrids each 
year — a total, usually, of about 30 plants. 
So why do I grow hybrids if heirlooms are so 
wonderful to eat? The modem hybrids have 
been bred for disease-resistance, which is 
important. There are a variety of fungal dis- 
eases that can kill the leaves or even the entire 
plant, and old fashioned breeding programs 
have developed tomatoes that resist them. 

The worst disease for tomatoes is late 
blight. If it hits your garden, your tomato 
plants may well turn into a soggy, blackened 
mess of inedible fruit and dead plants in just a 
few days. Late blight also affects potatoes and 
was the cause of the Irish potato famine. One 
hybrid tomato, the Defiant L-1, which was 
developed by the plant breeders working for 
Johnny’s Selected Seeds, is listed as “high- 
ly resistant” to late blight with “intermediate 
resistance” to early blight, another pest. I’ve 



grown it and like it. It has nice medium-sized 
fruit, good flavor, and matures early. 

As far as I know, there are no GMO tomatoes 
or other garden vegetables on the market. One 
GMO tomato was developed in 1994, but the 
public objected and the market for them was nil. 

This year I started my tomato seeds indoors 
on March 24, three weeks earlier than usual. 
I transplanted them into bigger pots in early 
May and they are growing like crazy. But the 
plants are getting huge, which is a problem: 
they are too big to fit on my plant stand. I’ve 
had to remove a shelf so the plants can con- 
tinue to grow. 

If you have long, leggy plants like mine, 
you’ll need to plant them sideways when the 
time comes. I will dig a hole for the root ball 
and then a trench for the long stem. I’ll pinch 
off all the lower leaves, then cover the root 
ball and the stem except for the very top clus- 
ter of leaves. I’ll bend the tip of the stem up 
so that the leaf cluster is above ground lev- 
el. The plant will straighten itself up in a few 
days. The long stem will turn into roots. Alter- 
natively, you could plant the rootball deep, 
burying part of the stem. 

Whether you grew your tomatoes from 
seeds or bought plants at the garden center, 
it is important to harden off the plants before 
they go in the garden. That means introduc- 
ing them to the sun’s powerful rays and the 
wind’s drying effects a little each day until 
the plants are ready to go out in full sun. Put 
them near the house on the north side so that 
they get just a few hours of morning sun, then 
gradually give them more sun. Just like a fair- 
skinned toddler, plants can bum if they get too 
much sun. Greenhouses provide a lot of pro- 
tection. And bring them in on cold nights. 

A soil thermometer is a useful item at this 
time of year. Cold, wet soil is not good for 
most plants, and tomatoes in particular. Sixty 
degrees is a good minimum soil temperature 
to attain before planting.

IN/OUT CAR TALK 

Tom and Ray hash out retirement travel plan 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

My wife and I are getting close to retire- 
ment, and we would like to travel, visit friends 
and see the sights before it all goes under- 
water But we hate sleeping in motels, so we 
want to find an inexpensive van that would 
function like a recreational vehicle, but on a 
much more modest scale. We saw the Win- 
nebago you folks described from the recent 
auto show, but it seems way too elaborate and 
gets terrible gas mileage. We were stunned by 
the $85, 000 sticker price of a modest RV and 
the 9-mpgfuel economy. 

Heres all we really need: 

(1) Room for a little comer porta-potty 

(2) A fold-out bed/sofa 


(3) A reasonable amount of storage space 
for a tent or two, luggage, a Coleman stove 
and perhaps a harmonica. 

We own two hybrids and realize that an RV 
is not going to get 50 mpg. But is there an RV 
that doesn t cost an arm and a leg and gives 
us what we 're looking for? — Arch 

RAY: Not really. There are van eonverters 
that will eonvert minivans into small eamp- 
ers. That’s one option. 

TOM: But unless you’re willing to buy a 
used one and take your ehanees on reliabil- 
ity when you’re far from home, you’re still 
probably looking at $40, 000-plus, with mile- 
age only in the mid- to high teens. 

RAY: And I’m not sure any of them will 
build in a bathroom for you, but I suppose 
you eould drop your own erank-powered 
eomposting toilet in a eomer and hope it 
doesn’t tip over. 

TOM: So I’m going to suggest anoth- 
er option: Keep your hybrid and eheek out 
some mueh better hotels. 

RAY: Right. If you use one of your 
50-mpg hybrids instead of an RV, you’ll eon- 
sume somewhere between one-third and 
one-fifth of the fuel you would have used 
with a larger RV. 

TOM: And by foregoing the $40,000 pur- 
ehase priee of the eonverted minivan, you 


ean stay almost anywhere you want for a 
long time, and still eome out ahead. 

RAY: While you might not enjoy stay- 
ing at the roadside Motel 2 1/2, I’m guessing 
you’d be OK staying at the Four Seasons. 

TOM: Or someplaee in between. Let’s 
say, for the sake of ealeulation, that the aver- 
age eost of a niee hotel for a night is $200. 
That $40,000 buys you more than six months 
of 800-thread-eount-Egyptian-eotton sleep. 

RAY: And don’t forget the HBO, fresh 
towels, iee, a hot shower and all the steal- 
able little shampoos, eonditioners and body 
lotions you ean stuff into your bag. 

TOM: Or you eould balanee the two 
approaches. Let’s say you trade in one of 
your hybrids for a Prius V (the station wagon 
version of the hybrid Prius). That has room 
for your tent and sleeping bags in the back. 

RAY: And then you could alternate camp- 
ing with nicer hotels. You can camp in spots 
that put you in the middle of particularly 
beautiful scenery, like the campgrounds at 
Jenny Lake in the Tetons, the north rim of 
the Grand Canyon or Jedediah Smith Park in 
California’s redwoods. 

TOM: Remember, the campsites pro- 
vide restrooms, so you won’t have to drive 
around with that porta-potty the rest of the 
time, holding your nose. 


RAY: Many campsites also offer showers, 
so again, you won’t have to drive around the 
rest of the time holding your nose.

Corvette crazy 

Gate City club hosts car show

Dean Gagne has a 2006 blaek Corvette, 
and he ean’t wait to show it off at the Spring 
Fling 34th Annual Show and Shine with the 
Gate City Corvette Club. 

A member of the elub sinee 1989, Gagne 
helps organize the Spring Fling, whieh has 
been held at the Anheuser-Buseh Brewery 
for the last 20 years and this year is happen- 
ing Sunday, May 25. 

“A typieal ear show is run by people’s 
ehoiee. So you get a ballot and you vote on 
your favorite ear, but it doesn’t have any- 
thing to do with the ear,” Gagne said. 

The Gate City Corvette Club’s show isn’t 
like other ear shows, though, Gagne said. 

‘The ears in our Show and Shine are 
judged by members of the elub, and we 
don’t enter any of our [own] ears in the 
show,” Gagne said. 

Gagne said other area elubs and individu- 
als enter the ear show. 

“It’s judged in three main eategories. The 
first is Street Class, where we just look at the 
outside, walk around, look at the paint, the 
wheels. Then we have Super Class, where 
we look at the outside and the interior, so 
the dashboard and the trunk — basieally we 
are eheeking how elean [the ear is],” Gagne 
said. “Then there is the Show Class, where 
we look at everything inside and outside and 
then the engine.” 

Gagne said Corvettes have been around 
sinee 1963, whieh translates into seven gen- 
erations of Corvettes, named Cl through C7. 
In eaeh generation there are ear elasses to be 
judged as well, and Gagne said there’s also a 
eategory of ears with modifieations. 

“With other shows, you don’t really know 
why you won. You just won beeause some- 
one liked your purple ear,” Gagne said. 
“With our show it’s different.” 

He said at the end of the day there is a 
trophy eeremony where around 135 to 140 
trophies are handed out. 

“Basieally we are looking for the eleanli-

ness of the ear. We give out trophies to the 
top ears in eategories like Best of Street, 
Best of Show, Best of Paint,” Gagne said. 
“It’s pretty fun to wateh. It means something 
to them when they win. They’re grateful, 
and it’s fun watehing their reaetion.” 

The event also has a eorral parking see- 
tion for those who just want to display their 
ears of any make or model. Gagne said ears 
have eome from as far away as Canada and 
Pennsylvania. There will be raffles and ven- 
dors, and people are weleome to eheek out 
the Anheuser-Buseh Brewery, take a faetory 
tour and see the Clydesdale horses. 

The elub often does eharity work and 
donates money and time to veterans homes. 
During Christmas it donates money and gifts 
to adoptive families. It also donates to the 
Nashua Soup Kitehen. 

“It’s basieally a soeial elub, but we do a lot 
of eharity work too,” Gagne said. A

Traveling light 

Managing fitness while on the road

Traveling for business, 
vaeation, or to visit friends or 
relatives is a niee ehange of 
paee, but it also represents a 
signifieant disruption to our 
normal life sehedule. If you 
have a routine of regular exereise and a 
eonsistent nutritional plan, hitting the road 
presents several ehallenges to staying on a 
healthy eourse. 

More often than not the result of even a 
short trip ean be a 4- to 7-pound weight gain. 
The take-out food you had to eat and Aunt 
Carrie’s blueberry pie weren’t the only eul- 
prits. When you disrupt your sleep, eating 
and aetivity habits, your body goes into a 
defensive stanee and starts eonserving eal- 
ories to help proteet itself Don’t worry, the 
weight gain is mostly due to water reten- 
tion, and it will eome off almost as fast as it 
went on. But there are a few things you ean 
do to prevent yourself from veering too far 
off traek. Here are a few eommon travel- 
ing troubles and how to work around them. 

1 . Sleep pattern disruption. Resting in a 
different bed is always a disruption to your 
health. Bring your own pillow and try to 
go to sleep and wake up within an hour of 
when you normally do. When you disrupt 
your sleep patterns it affeets most of your 
body’s systems — hormones, digestive and 
eardiovaseular to mention a few. 

2. No plaee to work out. If you’re a gym 
go-er, then staying at a hotel or at Aunt 
Martha’s bungalow probably doesn’t offer 
mueh in the way of workout equipment. 
But you don’t have to use weight maehines 
or treadmills to stay in shape.

3. Eating habit ehanges. Plan some of 
your food before you even leave by paek- 
ing a eouple of meals to bring with you. 



Non-perishable items such as bars, fruits 
and non-refrigerated items should be with 
your luggage. If you’re flying, remember 
you can’t bring liquids with you. Once you 
reach your destination, visit the local gro- 
cery store and buy foods to prepare some 
basic meals for yourself The closer you 
stick to your normal eating patterns, the 
less water (and real) weight you’ll gain. 

4. Restaurants are the only option. It’s 
likely impractical to make all your meals so 
you’ll need to make healthy choices when 
ordering out. Instead of feeling guilty about 
eating fast food, aim to balance what you’re 
eating and enjoy your meals. If you know 
you’ll be eating a large dinner, have a small 
breakfast and restrict your caloric intake. 
Choose baked or steamed meals instead of 
fried items or things covered in batter, but- 
ter or creamy sauces. 

There’s no reason to come home after a 
trip feeling as if you had the wind knocked 
out of you. Traveling is supposed to be fim, 
but it’s important to keep personal health in 
mind. Following these simple tips will have 
you back to your normal schedule without 
skipping a beat!

Milford and Nashua are opening up 
their downtowns to welcome hungry visi- 
tors to their annual “Taste of’ events. 

An evening on the Oval 

Last year’s attendees are already ask- 
ing if Fuzzies Ice Cream & Deli will be 
bringing back its lobster roll for A Taste of 
Milford (a favorite from last year’s Taste, 
and the answer is yes, it will be back). A 
Taste of Milford has sold out four years in 
a row, and it’s likely to sell out this year 
as well. 

The fifth annual A Taste of Milford will 
be on Friday, May 30, from 6 to 8:30 p.m. 
Eateries and food vendors set up in down- 
town Milford on the Oval with samples for 
guests. 

It’s not just about the eats, either, Mil- 
ford Improvement Team Executive 
Director Wendy Hunt said — it’s also 
about downtown businesses and shops. 

“It’s really just to showcase these busi- 
nesses,” Hunt said. “It just shows how

beer tastings, too. It’s a great opportunity 
to grab a bite of something new, but also 
to look around, shop and meet business 
owners. 

“The restaurants really put on their best 
for this event,” Great American Down- 
town Executive Director Rebecca Dixon 
said. “After the event people tell us what 
they liked, and which was their favorite. 
... It’s never just one favorite.” 

The 20th Annual Taste of Downtown 
Nashua is on Wednesday, June 4, from 6 
to 8:30 p.m. along Main Street from Canal 
Street down to Beckonings (just before 
Eldridge Street).

Republic owners open Campo Enoteca blocks away

Husband-and wife-team Edward Aloise 
and Claudia Rippee, owners of Republie in 
downtown Manehester, have opened a new 
eatery about 120 steps away from the Med- 
iterranean hot-spot. 

“We like the vibe downtown. We’ve been 
very sueeessful with Republie downtown 
and we like being in the eity eenter,” Rip- 
pee said. “It’s niee to be able to pop baek 
and forth between the two and we believed 
— and it’s been true so far — that we’d be 
sharing the same eustomer base.” 

Like Republie, Campo Enoteea is a res- 
taurant inspired by the eouple’s passion for 
European travel, sustainable food eulture 
and urban eommunity dining. Based on the 
style of a eontemporary Roman wine bar, 
the restaurant is a first for Manehester. 

“Campo means field or gathering plaee,” 
Aloise said. “This is how people in Rome 
eat.” 

The menu is small, designed around 
urban dining trends with antipasti, erostini, 
pasta made in-house, salads and only four 
entrees. 


“We’re also trying to set a standard. This 
eity’s obviously ehanging, the demograph- 
ie’s ehanging. People are looking at this 
downtown as a downtown, and I think our 
market expeets similarity of what down- 


town urban dining is all about,” Aloise said. 
“It’s ehoiee, flexibility in menu, fresh prod- 
uet — the bread eoming out of the oven 
every day, the pastas made every day — 
and we are here, we’re a true Italian wine 


bar, we’re not an Italian Ameriean restau- 
rant. ... If you want veal parmesan that’s 
where you should go beeause you’re not 
going to get it here. Claudia and I, we’re 
trying to show this is the marketplaee that 
we saw in our trips to Europe.” 

“In Rome, Campo de Fiori is our favorite 
spot,” Rippee said. “By day it’s a vegeta- 
ble market. By two o’eloek they’re starting 
to break down and at 5 o’eloek you’d never 
know it was a market by day. It’s wine bars 
and bakeries, just a big open spaee that peo- 
ple erowd into year-round.” 

Aloise reeommends using the menu at 
Campo Enoteea as a tasting palate, to start 
at the top and work your way to the bottom 
from a plate of ehareuterie and eheeses to 
erostinis to a half order of pasta with a salad. 

“The way to eat here is really to move 
yourself around and to share,” he said. 
“Definitely to share. You should have the 
intent of eoming with somebody, or a group 
of people; you should eome with the intent 
of spreading out.” 

Diners start with Rippee ’s bread. 

“We’ve been going through a lot of it,” 
Rippee said. “The bread is basieally my baby 
here. . . . It’s kind of riding the wave of what’s

happening in the baking world right now. . . . 
The eharaeteristies of it, you have the large 
holes in the erumb, and it’s got a very intense 
flavor and it has a long-lasting quality. I make 
it at home and just sitting out four or five 
days on the eounter it’s still fresh.” 

The round artisanal loaves are made 
through an entirely manual proeess without 
a mixer involved, and the only ingredi- 
ents are water, salt, and flour with a wild 
yeast starter Rippee ereated. The dough 
goes through periods of resting and folding 
before baking, allowing for the fermenta- 
tion proeess to begin in the dough (whieh 
helps to ereate those holes in the erumb, as 
well as flavor and freshness). 

Like Republie, Campo Enoteea features 
loeally soureed ingredients on the menu. 
The exeeptions are in the Italian imported 
ehareuterie and wines. 

“The ehareuterie is imported Italian, 
because we don’t have the capability of 
curing our own meats and we feel like the 
food system in Europe, or in Italy anyway, 
is a little more humane,” Rippee said. “We 
chose to buy the imported prosciuttos and 
coppa. We also have porketta, speck.” 

Much of the staff at Campo Enoteea pre- 
viously worked at Milltowne Grill, the 
restaurant Aloise and Rippee owned that 
was located in the airport. The decision 
to close Milltowne Grille and open Cam- 


po Enoteea seemed like a clear choice, they 
said, and because they already had trained 
staff coming from Milltowne, the new res- 
taurant opened sooner than anticipated. 

“It was inevitable that another restaura- 
teur was coming downtown, so, might as 
well be us,” Aloise said. “We’re able to 
offer the marketplace something that com- 
plements Republic but doesn’t compete.” 

There are certain similarities to Repub- 
lic, though, Aloise said. 

“They’re both urban dining centers, and 
they’re both designed the way that peo- 
ple in urban centers eat — smaller plates, 
smaller portions, very fresh food,” he said. 
“We kept that same philosophy as Repub- 
lic as far as locally sourced proteins — the 
chickens, the lamb, the beef are all local- 
ly sourced, as is the cream, the milk and 
the eggs.” 

“People are making sure they hit both 
stores [Republic and Campo Enoteea]. 
It’s really wonderful,” Rippee said. “Peo- 
ple have responded well — the way we 
look here, we have the same feel from the 
staff, they’re friendly, they’re well-trained, 
they’re knowledgable.” A

Growing a science and nutrition education

After Earth Day celebrations in his class- 
room, Chase, a fourth-grade student at 
Auburn Village School, writes: 

My favorite station was the green 
smoothies and holding the little chicks. ... 
I couldn ’t believe how yummy the spinach 
smoothie was ... those smoothies were the 
best. I liked the green one more than the 
pink [strawberry] one. ... / can't wait for 
my sugar snap peas to be ready to eat. 

That’s right, a fourth-grader enjoyed a 
green kale smoothie, and he’s anxious to eat 
his sugar snap peas. It’s no miracle — it’s hap- 
pening every day at Auburn Village School. 

The PTA started funding the school’s 
garden about four years ago. Now, the 
whole school is involved in the garden, 
and not just on Earth Day. Kindergarteners 
plant beans and morning glories inside the 
garden’s tee-pee, second-graders help use 
compost collected from the scraps in the 
cafeteria to nourish the garden, and fifth- 
graders harvest corn. 

Rachel Dowd is a parent of three at AVS, 
and she’s also the garden coordinator on the 
PTA. Dowd received Chase’s letter after 
the school’s Earth Day celebrations, and 
she shared it during a phone interview. 

‘Tf they see it actually grow and they 
plant it and watch it flourish, they’re more 
apt to try it and to taste it,” Dowd said. 
“They really are taking ownership and feel- 
ing like it’s their piece of paradise at the 
school. ... Really, every grade is taking a 
piece of it now.” 

“There’s not a day that goes by I couldn’t 
do a lesson in the garden,” seventh-grade 
science and garden teacher Wendy Smith 
said. 

This hands-on learning model has done 
more than teach kids where their vegetables 
come from. Students’ work in the garden 
ultimately ends up on their lunch tray in the 
cafeteria. The first- and fifth-grade classes 
plant and harvest about 60 pounds of pota- 
toes in the garden, which are then roasted in 
the school kitchen. 

“That’s one of the biggest crops used in 
the cafeteria,” Smith said. “I try to coor-

dinate and make sure eaeh team has their 
niehe. ... For years in a row, kids are plant- 
ing and harvesting.” 

Eaeh grade has its own speeifie bed or 
erop to harvest, whieh rolls over when 
students move up to the next grade (for 
example, the fourth-graders will be plant- 
ing eom in the spring and as fifth-graders 
will harvest in the fall). Teaehers also inte- 
grate eurrieulum into the garden (like the 
sunflower unit third-graders are working 
on) or take elass outside during niee weath- 
er. This sustainable garden model brings 
everything full eirele, teaehing students 
about nutrition, seienee and nature. 

And in the meantime, kale ehips have 
beeome popular with third-graders. 

Other erops that appear in the garden 
inelude tomatoes, sugar snap peas, lettuee, 
strawberries, ehives, onions and garlie 
peppers. 

Last year, there was so mueh surplus 
from the summer harvest, AVS set up its 
own booth at the Auburn Farmers Market, 
with bundles of fresh herbs, swiss ehard 
and salsa made by the students (kids also 
learn eooking skills, like how to properly 
use a knife). 

“Learning where food eomes from is one 
of the most important things a ehild ean 
learn,” Smith said. A

Prepared scampi-style, serves two. 

8 large agnolotti (a type of ravioli) 

6 large shrimp 

6 ounces cooked lobster meat 
2 large garlic cloves, finely chopped 

5 tablespoons extra virgin olive oil 
72 teaspoon sea salt 

74 cup white wine 

6 fresh basil leaves, finely chopped 
1 ounce sweet butter 

1 pinch of crushed red pepper and coarse 
ground black pepper to taste 
1 large tablespoon of potato starch dis- 
solved in ice cold water 


In a pot of boiling water, cook the agnolot- 
ti until they float. Remove and set aside. 
Place the olive oil and butter in a medium- 
size skillet. Gently melt the butter on low 
heat. Do not bum the butter-oil mixture. 
Add the garlic, pepper, salt, shrimp and 
lobster and then add the basil. Gently sim- 
mer, and gradually add the white wine until 
the shrimp and lobster are cooked. Finish 
the cooking process with the potato starch 
mixture, adding only small amounts at a 
time until the desired thickness is achieved, 
stirring constantly Should be not too thick, 
not too thin. Place the agnolotti in a serv- 
ing dish and spoon the scampi over the top. 
Garnish with fresh parsley, several bright 
red cherry tomatoes and lemon wedges.

Burgers and steak? Yes, please! I enjoy 
eating beef. A lot. This may not seem 
like a big deal, but in my world of teaeh- 
ing yoga, where everyone is either vegan 
or gluten-free. I’m an anomaly. Beef ean 
be nutritious, tasty and part of a well-bal- 
aneed meal, but it ean also be detrimental 
to one’s health and our world. Too mueh of 
one thing is rarely good and too mueh of 
the wrong thing is never good. 

In the third annual Loeavore Index, whieh 
ranks the states by order of their eommit- 
ment to loeal food. New Hampshire was 
ranked third. The index is eompiled by Ver- 
mont-based Strolling the Heifers and takes 
things like aeeess to CSAs and farmers’ mar- 
kets into aeeount. I am thrilled our little state 
performed so well, and I eelebrated with a 
trip to the first farmers market of the year in 
downtown Portsmouth last week. Hooray! 

One of the best things about our farmers 
market is the presenee of loeal meat sup- 
pliers. From pork to beef, these farms have 
it all. While it’s quite a bit more expensive 
than what you buy at the groeery store, its 



benefits far outweigh the eost. For one, 
the beef is traveling far less and therefore 
responsible for fewer earbon emissions 
and pollutants in the air. For another, loeal 
beef from small farmers tends to be grass- 
fed, treated humanely and treated with few 
or no hormones — all in all, simpler, bet- 
ter and more like how our grandparents ate 
their meat. 

I purehased some grass-fed ground beef 
and deliberated for a long time about how 
to eook it. Why did I need to think so hard? 
Beeause there are great things to do with 
ground beef! Here is a list of my top three.

Carrots 


As I’ve gotten older and my taste buds 
have matured, there are still a few things that 
I don’t ever see myself growing to love, and 
eooked earrots rank high on that list. 

When I was little, my mom used to inelude 
earrots in the slow eooker with her pot roast. 
And while I wasn’t the type of kid to push 
her veggies aside, I would eat around those 
earrots as if my life depended on it. I refused 
to eat eooked earrots — the flavor, the tex- 
ture, even the smell are all pretty mueh 
revolting to me. I eontinued to avoid eooked 
earrots until a week ago, when a friend made 
some for a small dinner party. 

Out of politeness I put one on my plate. I 
figured I eould eat around it and even eut it 
up into smaller pieees to make it look like I 
ate some. But when the host asked me point 
blank to try them and tell her what I thought, 
I had no ehoiee. 

To my surprise, they were nothing short 
of delieious. I didn’t have to lie to the host, 
I loved them, and I helped myself to see- 
onds. At the end of the night I asked for the 
reeipe. It turns out she found it on Food Net- 
work, eourtesy of eelebrity ehef Alexandra 



Guamasehelli. 

I think I ultimately liked this reeipe 
beeause the end result tasted more like a 
sweet treat than eooked veggies. The eombi- 
nation of the brown sugar and the molasses 
adds a rieh sweetness while the rosemary 
lends a bit of freshness and perfume. 

Molasses is one of those pantry ingredi- 
ents that you don’t use very often, unless 
you’re whipping up peean pies for the state 
fair or ehurehyard suppers on weekends. So 
on the off ehanee it is in your pantry. I’d bet 
you need more ways to use the stieky stuff 

The first time I ever used molasses (and 
maybe the only time) was for a peean pie. 
I remember making it with my mom and 
watehing as the sugary, dense and syrupy 
liquid poured into the bowl. To use molasses 
with vegetables seems like a speeial treat. 

Overall, this reeipe is simple and doesn’t 
take many ingredients. I eould see making 
this dish for a large potluek that you didn’t 
have a lot of time to prepare for or Sunday 
dinners with the family. Making eooked ear- 
rots sweet and savory after every bite is 
eertainly one way to get everyone at the table 
to eat their veggies. — Lauren Mifsud 


Brown Sugared Carrots 

Recipe Courtesy Alexandra Guamasehelli 
for the Food Network 

2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 

1 to 1 1/2 pounds carrots, all a similar size 
and thickness, peeled and quartered length- 
wise, tops reserved for garnish 

Kosher salt and freshly ground black 
pepper 

2 tablespoons dark brown sugar 

1 tablespoon molasses 
1/2 to 1 cup water 

2 tablespoons butter 
1 sprig rosemary 

In a large skillet heat the olive oil over 
medium heat. When the oil begins to smoke 


lightly, add the carrots and season with salt 
and black pepper. Using a wooden spoon, 
stir the carrots to coat with the oil and 
seasonings. 

After the carrots have cooked for a few min- 
utes, add the brown sugar and molasses and 
continue to cook, stirring from time to time. 
Add a little water so they become tender 
without burning the sugar. Continue to cook 
until tender, about 5 to 8 minutes. Add more 
water, if needed, but the sauce should be 
thick enough to coat the carrots and should 
bubble around the edges of the pan. The 
carrots should be fork-tender. Add the but- 
ter and the rosemary sprig. Once the butter 
melts, remove the rosemary sprig and dis- 
card. Transfer the carrots to a serving bowl 
and garnish with chopped carrot tops.

Recipes for the sweet tooth 


Caramel 
cookie bars 


If you’re a faithful reader of the Hip- 
po’s Just Desserts column, you know that 
for the past couple years, Sarah Shemkus 
has provided some pretty delicious reci- 
pes, along with helpful baking advice and 
commentary on her own attempts at mak- 
ing the week’s featured dessert. 

Well, Sarah has passed the oven mitt 
to me. I’m not a professional baker, and 
the standards at my house are low when 
it comes to treats — generally speak- 
ing, my taste testers (my 5 -year-old and 
8-year-old, my boyfriend and his 7-year- 
old twins) are happy with anything sweet, 
gooey, chocolatey or covered in frost- 
ing. They also like to help out in the 
kitchen (the kids, not the boyfriend), 
so anything I make has the potential to 
be overmixed (because they all want a 
turn), undercooked (“Are they done yet? 
I want a cookie!”) or missing an ingre- 
dient (because, oh my god, who can 
concentrate when there are four kids in 
the kitchen?). 

But as the new (possibly temporary — 
we’ll see how this goes) Just Desserts 
columnist, I vow to break my bad baking 
habits; I will actually measure ingredi- 
ents, use a timer once I put things in the 
oven and be mindful of the fact that a cup 
of Country Crock butter spread is not the 
same as a stick of butter. 

For my first column, I asked my boy- 
friend what kind of dessert he wanted me 
to make. He said, “Something with cara- 



mel.” So I Googled “easy caramel dessert 
recipes” and came across a recipe on 
Pinterest that in turn came from a blog 
called Mom on Timeout. The pictures of 
these chocolate chip caramel cookie bars 
almost made me drool, and I had all but 
two ingredients (caramels and sweetened 
condensed milk), so I bought those and 
got to work. 

Without the chaos that comes with hav- 
ing four little helpers, I think this recipe 
would have been easy. It’s hard to remem- 
ber to stir the melting caramel on the 
stovetop when you’re trying to break up a 
fight over who gets to crack the eggs, but 
even with all that going on it wasn’t too 
labor-intensive. 

The result was a very dense, very sweet 
brownie-like bar of chocolate and cara- 
mel goodness. I tried to cut them after 
about half an hour of cooling, but you 
really need to wait a couple hours for the 
caramel to thicken. I ended up storing 
them in the fridge, which I think helped 
the consistency and boosted the flavors. 
The kids loved them as is; my boyfriend 
later heated one up in the microwave and 
topped it with vanilla ice cream, which 
turned out to be the perfect companion to 
the rich bars.

Chocolate chip caramel cookie bars

Caramel Filling 

1 1 -ounce bag vanilla caramels 
14-ounce can sweetened condensed milk 
4 tablespoons butter 

Cookie Dough 

11/2 sticks unsalted butter 
2 cups light brown sugar 
1/2 cup creamy peanut butter 
2 eggs, room temperature 

1 tablespoon vanilla 

2 cups flour 

1 cup old-fashioned oats 

2 1/2 teaspoons baking powder 
1/4 teaspoon salt 

2 cups chocolate chips 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Line a 9x13- 
inch baking dish with parchment paper. 
Unwrap caramels and place in a small sauce- 
pan with butter and sweetened condensed 
milk. Cook over medium-low heat, stirring 
occasionally, until caramels have fully melted 
and the mixture is nice and smooth. 

Cream butter and sugar together in a large 
mixing bowl. Add peanut butter and continue 
mixing. Add eggs one at a time, mixing well 
after each egg. Add in vanilla. Combine flour, 
oats, baking powder, and salt in a small mix- 
ing bowl. Add flour mixture slowly stirring 
until well combined. Stir in chocolate chips. 
Spread 2/3 of the dough on the bottom of 
the pan. Slowly pour caramel mixture even- 
ly over the dough. Drop the remaining dough 
on top by the teaspoon. It doesn’t have to be 
perfect! Bake for about 30 minutes. Let cool 
completely and then cut into bars.

Memorial Day drinks 

Fun ideas for kickoff to summer

It’s hard to believe, but Memorial Day 
will be here in a few days. I hope the weath- 
er is warm and sunny, but even if it isn’t, 
enjoy the weekend with some of these drink 
idea. I looked baek through my past eol- 
umns and pulled out some of my favorite 
reeipes and reeommendations that are per- 
feet for the kiekoff to summer. 

If you are paeking a eooler and looking 
for something eonvenient. Bandit Sangria 
is a great ehoiee. It eomes in a liter-sized 
eontainer that is perfeet for pouring and 
sharing, as it equals one and a third bot- 
tles of wine. I have pieked it up at my loeal 
Shaw’s Supermarket in the wine aisle. 

Bandit Sangria is made from red Califor- 
nia grapes and then blended with their own 
“top seeret fruit juiees” to ereate a “party 
in a box.” Bandit suggests enhaneing the 
sangria by adding fruit, an umbrella or ear- 
bonated water. 

I enjoyed this sangria with some fresh- 
pieked strawberries in a glass, and it was 
delieious. It has aromas of red berries and 
eherries, with flavors of juiey ripe berries, 
eranberries and pomegranate. Some ear- 
bonated water would add some fizz and 
pizzazz as well. Bandit also makes mosea- 
to, pinot grigio, ehardonnay, merlot and 
eabemet sauvignon in the same eonvenient 
paekaging. 

If you want to make your own sangria, 
there are several options. Here is a reeipe 
from my arehives. Every year, my family 
goes away on vaeation together and I use 
them as a panel of judges to try out sangria 
and other drink reeipes. My aunt serves as 
my bartender, and we never tell the rest of 
the group what is in eaeh sample until later. 
We have a lot of fun and manage to eome 
up with some tasty drinks in the proeess. 

Two summers ago, this Beach Peach San- 
gria was a family favorite. Mix pinot grigio 
and soda water in fairly equal amounts. (You 
ean experiment with flavored soda water as 
well, like lemon or peaeh.) Add about half 
an ounee Dekuyper Peaehtree Sehnapps to 
taste and add fresh lemon, lime and orange 
wedges. We didn’t have time to let this set 
overnight, but some fresh peaehes would 
really add to the flavor. 

This ean be made in larger batehes to 
share at a barbeeue or other gathering. This 
sangria is light and refreshing with a subtle 
peaeh flavor. It is a perfeet summer drink for 
a hot day. 

Last summer’s winning reeipe was 
Fruitilicious, whieh is similar to the Beaeh 
Peaeh reeipe but uses a splash of water- 
melon vodka instead. Combine one-third 



bottle pinot grigio with one half to three- 
fourths of a UV Salty Watermelon Vodka 
nip, one-third ean Fresea and the juiee from 
half of a lime. You eould use regular water- 
melon vodka instead if you eannot find the 
UV kind. Last summer, the New Hamp- 
shire Liquor & Wine Outlets were running 
speeials on this vodka. I was intrigued, so 
I pieked some up and was pleasantly sur- 
prised with the flavor it added to this reeipe. 

One of my go-to wines when the weath- 
er gets warm is Sequin 2011 Pinot Grigio. 
This wine is delieately bubbly and vibrant, 
“like sunshine in a glass,” as the winemak- 
er ealls it. I have to agree. It has notieeable 
efferveseenee in the glass that sparkles, with 
notes of eitrus, apples and even strawberries. 
On the palate, it has flavors of pear, eitrus 
and apples with a toueh of sweetness. This is 
not a typieal pinot grigio with a harsh finish. 
It is smooth, with a pleasant finish. The label 
is fun, too, so this eould be a great wine to 
bring to a speeial event or a barbeeue. 

I also really like Barefoot Vineyards 
Sweet Red, enjoyed niee and eold. This 
wine reminds me of sangria beeause it is 
sweet and fruity, bursting with fruit flavors 
of eherries, raspberries and pomegranate. 
It’s smooth and refreshing and eaptures the 
essenee of summer. At a barbeeue, it would 
pair well with grilled vegetables, ehieken 
and steak. As a bonus, it eomes in smaller, 
four-bottle paeks that are easy to transport. 
If it is too sweet for you, try adding some 
soda water to make a spritzer. 

Finally, I love margaritas, but some- 
times I want something that is less sour 
with fewer ealories. Instead of using sour 
mix, I eombine iee, three parts soda water 
to one part tequila, one paeket of Crystal 
Light raspberry lemonade and some lime 
juiee in a blender. I use the white or elear 
tequila for this. You eould also add triple 
see to taste — leaving it out just saves on 
some ealories. iH

Bottles for the budget-conscious wine-lover 

It’s the unofficial start of summer — 
time to uncork some whites! 

First up, the 2012 Actum Sauvignon 
Blanc from Spain is an example of a less 
grassy presentation of the grape. This yel- 
low wine had aromas of light lemon, kiwi 
and green apple. A dry wine that is admit- 
tedly light on flavor (we got hints of the 
citrus and kiwi), the Actum is crisp and mild 
when it comes to that sauvignon blanc bite. 

Perhaps the anti-chardonnay-ers at your 
Memorial Day gathering can cool off with 
the Actum while the chard drinkers go for 
the 2011 Gerard Bertrand Reserve Spe- 
ciale Chardonnay from France (regularly 
priced $13.99, currently on sale for $11.99). 
We’ve been big fans of Gerard Bertrand 
wines for a while and this bottle continues the 
winemaker’s trend of offering flavorful, well- 
stmetured wines. This golden straw-colored 
wine had light butteriness (almost an olive oil 
aroma, one of us said) and a light tart lemon 
aromas. Flavors included some (but not too 
much) oak, vanilla, a light pastry toastiness 
(and a light pastry mouthfeel — not buttery 
but rounded), a bit of sweetness (without the 
wine being sweet) and a crisp finish. As you 
can see from the qualifiers, it’s a lovely, bal- 
anced glass of chardonnay. 

Of course, just because the days are 
warmer doesn’t mean you won’t want any 
reds. We also had a few lower-cost reds that 
would generally pair well with a wide range 
of foods and help you expand your party 
offerings without breaking the bank. 

The 2011 Toscana Sangiovese by Cec- 
chi (currently on sale for $7.99) is a mild 
version of this Italian wine. With aromas of 
cherry and plum (and, to be honest, a bit of

cherry cough drop), this wine is light with 
no tannins and actually paired well with our 
spicy pizza. Because of its bargain price 
and general drinkability, it might be a good 
offering if your barbecue menu includes 
some spicier, saucier fare. 

The 2012 Valolomba Merlot, also from 
Tuscany, (regularly priced at $18.99; we 
picked it up on sale a few months back for 
$10.19) is a dark red wine. With a nose of 
dried fruits and earthiness, this supple round 
red was easy to drink with no tannins and 
bright, fresh fiuit. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” the 
wine-lovers taste red and white wines that 
sell for not too much of the green, less than 
$20. The goal? To find a good bottle without 
breaking the bank Unless otherwise noted, 
the prices listed are what you ’ll find the bot- 
tles selling for at the New Hampshire Wine & 
Liquor Outlet. •

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Begiebing and the Berkshires 

SNHU teacher explores childhood in new memoir

Robert Begiebing has been a writer most 
of his life. 

He has eight published books to his name, 
and he’s the author of numerous short sto- 
ries, artieles and a play ealled Ernest and 
Norman: A Dialogue in Two Acts. He also 
founded the Low-Resideney MFA writing 
programs at SNHU, where he won three 
awards for exeellenee in teaehing. 

But never before had he enjoyed writing 
so mueh as he did with A Berkshire Boy- 
hood: Confessions and Reflections of a 
Baby Boomer, his memoir that was released 
in April. 

The book ehronieles Begiebing ’s ehild- 
hood growing up from working-elass roots 
in western Massaehusetts, and it explores 
the relationships between the “Greatest 
Generation” (those who grew up during the 
Depression and went on to fight in World 
War II) and their ehildren, the baby boomers. 

The idea to write the memoir oeeurred 
years baek. 

‘T think it has to do with 
this stage of life. You reaeh 
a eertain point of maturity 
and seniority, and you start to 
think more about your past. . . . 

When you get into your 60s, 
you think about things you 
didn’t always think about in 
your teens and 20s.” 

The subjeets of some of 
those thoughts: Your ehildhood 
home. The drastie move that 
prompted your eareer. The rela- 
tionship you had with your parents. 

He also wanted something to leave behind. 

‘T have grandehildren. I would have real- 
ly loved for my grandfather, or for any of 
my grandparents, to have written something 
down about what it was like for them grow- 
ing up. I didn’t know if it’d be a publishable 
book or not, but I knew I’d have something 
to pass on,” Begiebing said. 

Writing the memoir, though enjoyable, 
was also diffieult at times. That the stories 
are your own ean blind you from seeing 
whieh narratives are the most engaging or 
the most relatable. 

So he reaehed out to some of his writer 
friends — Merle Drown, Diane Les Bee- 
quets, Katie Towler and Wesley MeNair, to 
name a few — with whom he often trades

manuscripts with during the artistic process. 
As it so happened, many of them were work- 
ing on autobiographical projects as well. He 
sent writing to family and friends to help 
him determine the structure of the narrative, 
which, he said, was incredibly difficult. 

He also spent hours and hours reading, 
not just his family’s old docu- 
ments, but old issues of Time 
magazine and Harper’s, to bet- 
ter understand the period. At 
times, piecing together his past 
became cathartic. 

‘T began to understand the 
relationship between me and 
my father, and the role he 
played in my life,” Begiebing 
said. “He affected the decisions 
I made, not because he was giv- 
ing me advice, but because he 
gave me example.” 

It also became clear why he looks back 
so fondly at the Berkshires: They led him to 
becoming a writer. 

“The Berkshires are such a beautiful, mys- 
terious landscape,” Begiebing said. “When I 
was 15, about to turn 16, I was transplant- 
ed from there to Los Angeles. My father 
wanted to go to L.A. to search for an engi- 
neering job. ... Once I was out there, in the 
L.A. landscape, I was acutely aware of what 
I had lost.” 

It was there that he started writing. He 
wrote small poems and snippets describing 
the landscapes he missed in New England. 
They were the first scraps of writing inde- 
pendent from schoolwork. 

Many readers, he said, expressed similar 
experiences. 

“That childhood, youthful period, is such a 
powerful time. You’re so open, emotionally, 
so uncivilized, and it’s amazing how many 
people have had very similar experiences of 
what it’s like to go back to childhood land- 
scape,” Begiebing said. A

Walden Warming: Cli- 
mate Change Comes to 
Thoreau Woods^ by Rich- 
ard B. Primack (The 
University of Chicago 
Press, 246 pages) 

One hundred thirty years 
before the phrase “glob- 
al warming” burst into the 
national lexieon (eonve- 
niently timed with the aseent 
of talk radio), an introspee- 
tive, scholarly bachelor was 
roaming the woods of Mas- 
sachusetts, taking notes as if 
expecting a test. 

Henry David Thoreau already had a Har- 
vard degree when he withdrew to Walden 
Pond, where he lived for two years begin- 
ning in 1845. His sojourn there was an 
experiment in simple living; also, he planned 
to write a book. (Ironically, not Walden, the 
chronicling of the experience, and the work 
for which he is best known.) Unwittingly, 
Thoreau was also contributing to another 
book with the copious notes he jotted dur- 
ing his time in at Walden and for another 1 1 
years after he left. Walden Warming is the 
ingenious product of a Boston University 
professor, Richard B. Primack, who pairs 
Thoreau’s research with his own to, for once 
and for all, deniers be damned, conclusive- 
ly prove the climate is changing, the globe 
is warming, whatever the phrase of the day. 

It’s a truly brilliant idea for a book, and 
such a shame that it was written by a biol- 
ogy professor. Primack’s previous two 
publications are Essentials of Conserva- 
tion Biology and Tropical Rain Forests: 
An Ecological and Biogeographical Com- 
parison, and unfortunately, with this book, 
too, his prose has not yet escaped the acad- 
emy. This makes the engaging premise too 


often labored in fulfill- 
ment; there are passages 
clearly missing a “Buel- 
ler? Bueller?” This is a 
guy who, when told that 
fishing lodges might have 
data about when different 
kinds of insects emerge 
on their lakes, couldn’t 
sleep that night because 
he was so excited. “In my 
dreams, both waking and 
sleeping, I found myself 
talking to someone who 
told me that they had fif- 
ty years of records of 
every emergent insect that has been seen at 
a famous fishing site,” he confesses. 

If you share that zeal, you are going to 
love this book, a pocket library on when 
flowers, bugs and birds show up in New 
England each spring. But here’s the thing: 
The dates are changing. Primack collects 
recent data and compares it to Thoreau’s 
notes on when plants flowered and trees 
leafed, when migrating birds return, and 
when the ice vanished on Walden Pond. The 
numbers reveal a landscape that Thoreau 
would scarcely recognize, he says. 

For one thing, many of the plants Thoreau 
wrote about appear to be extinct now — or at 
least are no longer flourishing in Concord. (To 
Primack’s credit, he notes the counter-argu- 
ments to be made, such as that a preponderance 
of white-tailed deer — scarce in Thoreau’s 
time — may be why the plants are vanishing, 
not a rise in average temperatures.) 

In Thoreau’s day, ice-out on Walden 
Pond occurred between March 15 and April 
18, with an average ice-out date of April 
1. Between 1995 and 2009, ice-out ranged 
from February 22 to April 12, averaging 
March 17, Primack discovered. 


“With winter temperatures in 2012 an 
astonishing 9 degrees warmer than average, 
Walden Pond was completely free of ice for 
most of the winter, something that certainly 
would have surprised Thoreau,” he writes. 

But Walden Warming isn’t all weath- 
er report; it also analyzes the emergence 
of spring peepers and elfin butterflies, 
the changes in Concord flora (83 species 
gained, 243 lost) and the altered mating hab- 
its of turtles. (Fun fact: “Temperature affects 
the sex of turtles and other reptiles during 
development in the egg. In a few recent 
years, most or all of the Blanding’s turtle 
hatchlings have been female.”) There’s also 
a chapter on the effect of climate change 
on the Boston Marathon, which, in a book 
about spotted salamanders and purple loose- 
strife, seems somewhat out of place. 

An average increase of even one degree 
in temperature, Primack asserts, affects 
much more than our electric bills. It changes 
everything, from the number of mosquitoes 
in our yards to the price of seafood on our 
plates. In Thoreau, Primack found a soul 
brother, a man who, apparently for the fun 
of it, prepared tables noting the annual flow- 
ering dates of more than 300 plant species. 
It’s something that he recommends all of us 
do — maybe not with the precision of a phi- 
losopher or a botany professor, but so we 
can see for ourselves what is happening, and 
not have to rely on vitriolic talking heads. If 
our notes, 130 years hence, happen to help 
some 22nd-century professor, all the bet- 
ter. You don’t have to walk around for four 
hours every day like Thoreau did, but just 
pay attention, to when the lilac bush opens 
its first flower, and when the weeping wil- 
low leafs out. A thousand new Thoreaus 
may bud from this advice, a fine ending to 
an occasionally tedious read. B-

Godzilla 


Godzilla (PG-13) 

Giant radiation-eating creatures 
cause destruction across the Pacif- 
ic rim in Godzilla^ a revisiting of the 
classic movie monster that could 
really use more Godzilla. 

And speaking of the Paeifie rim — or 
more speeifieally Pacific Rim — how awe- 
some would a erossover movie be? The art 
direetion of Godzilla, the robots of Pacific 
Rim (whieh was basieally a Godzilla mov- 
ie) — this fan fietion writes itself. Just eull 
80 pereent of the eombined east (keep Ken 
Watanabe and Idris Elba plus, say, three 
other people) and I will get in line for that 
movie today. 

As the eredits and later exposition 
explain, the nuelear weaponry aetivity in 
the Paeifie in the mid- 1940s and beyond 
awoke, attraeted and (eovertly) sought to 
destroy giant ereatures that had laid dor- 
mant sinee an earlier, more radioaetive 
time in Earth’s history. 

When the movie opens in 1999, seien- 
tists Ishiro Serizawa (Ken Watanabe) and 
Vivienne Graham (Sally Hawkins) follow 
up on a report of something that has been 
disturbed and burrowed out of a eollapsed 
mine. Meanwhile, in Japan, Joe Brody 
(Bryan Cranston), employee at a nuelear 
power plant, traeks odd readings of some- 
thing — earthquake? tsunami? — heading 
their way. He and wife/fellow power plant 
seientist Sandra (Juliette Binoehe) are 
investigating the eause when disaster 
strikes and the power plant is destroyed — 
an event witnessed by their son. Ford (CJ 
Adams). 

In the present day, grown-up Ford (Aar- 
on Taylor-Johnson) is a Navy offieer 
— explosions expert, wonder if that will 
be a thing later on? — who is relieved to 
arrive baek home in San Franeiseo with 
his equally happy-to-see-him family, wife 
File (Elizabeth Olsen) and young son Sam 
(Carson Bolde). He’s home only hours, 
however, when he gets a eall from Japan. 
Seems his father Joe is in jail for trespass- 
ing in the quarantined site of the old power 
plant. Ford heads to Japan to get his father 
out of trouble but ends up joining him on 


another exeursion to the plant where, just 
as Joe had uneovered, strange things are 
happening onee again. 

I didn’t keep eareful eount but I think 
it was about 40-ish minutes, give or take, 
before we get to the birth of a ereature 
the movie eventually ealls a M.U.T.O. 
(Massive Unidentified Terrestrial Organ- 
ism aeeording to the Internet; personally, 
I kept wanting to eall it Mothra). (And, 
while I’m speaking parenthetieally to 
deseribe stuff: SPOIFER AFERT.) This 
M.U.T.O. isn’t Godzilla, it’s an inseet-y 
thing that, Ishiro explains, feeds on radi- 
ation. Aetual Godzilla shows up sometime 
later — and, perhaps beeause we have 
to wait what feels like so long to get to 
Godzilla or perhaps beeause this is how 
people at Godzilla movies always feel — 
I was psyehed to see him. Exeited like 
Sam when his sailor dad eame home. Yay! 
Godzilla! Hip hip hurr — wait, movie, 
why did you eut away? 

For a movie ealled Godzilla and whose 
draw is monsters, Godzilla spends a lot of 
time on, like, father-son relationships and 
putting Olsen’s family in peril (that wasn’t 
really a spoiler, right? You know, when 
you see a kid in a monster movie, how 
that’s going to go) and a buneh of stuff 
that’s not Godzilla. Most aggravating. 


I felt, was how and when this movie eut 
away from Godzilla to get to all this signif- 
ieantly less interesting not-Godzilla stuff. 
During one partieular seene, when Godzil- 
la and the M.U.T.O. finally meet and we 
get our first glimpse of some pretty awe- 
some monster-on-monster violenee, the 
movie euts to a group of paratroopers pre- 
paring to jump over the seene of the battle. 
Now, the ensuing sequenee features some 
truly lovely shots of the men jumping out 
of the plane — the trails of red smoke and 
the ominously dark elouds on the movie 
poster eome from this seene. I ultimately 
forgive this editing ehoiee — thats how 
pretty the paratrooper jump is — but it 
still stieks out to me as an example of the 
movie turning its head away right as the 
monster aetion starts to get good. 

Godzilla is full of summer movie oddi- 
ties for me. Usually I want story to trump 
flashy visuals, but here I found myself 
enthralled by the visuals and annoyed 
when eharaeters (with their dialogue and 
their plot — pffffft to that fiddle-faddle) 
got in the way. Fast year (speeifieally in 
Pacific Rim, for example), I eomplained 
about overheated aetion sequenees where 
two seemingly unkillable things fought 
eaeh other, eausing lots of ehaos and 
destruetion, without giving any stakes to 


their aetion. Here, Godzilla seems to load 
up on stakes, partieular ly in the final battle. 
But I found myself eompletely not earing 
about the eharaeters in peril or potential 
for an entire eity to be destroyed. The fight 
was eompelling on its own somehow. (In 
faet, not just the monsters fighting — I’d 
gladly exehange any 15 minutes of ehar- 
aeter- building with the people for anothei 
30 seeonds of Godzilla roars — whieh 
were ehilling and perfeet.) Its monsters 

— whieh even had a eharming note of rub- 
ber-suitness about them, even through all 
the pretty skilled CGI — were faseinating 
to wateh. Its people not so mueh. 

Godzilla does all the things you expeet 

— building on post- World War II fears 
about nuelear annihilation and adding to 
them the more reeent aetion movie themes 
about nature turning on us in apoealyptic 
ways. (And, as with everything to eome 
out in the last 12 or so years, it has all 
that post-9/ 11 stuff about sudden urban 
destruetion and global uneertainty going 
on too.) And it looks pretty great doing it. 
But, espeeially onee the monsters really 
get going, the movie doesn’t know how to 
just get out of the way and let us enjoy the 
monster movie we eame to see. B-

eonneetion. Professional problems, unsat- 
isfying relationships — as I said, not so 
far different from Don. 

But JB isn’t some deep-voieed meta- 
phor for mid-eentury Ameriea; he’s a far 
more average (if Hamm-ishly handsome) 
person who is in a tight finaneial spot. His 
business partner, family-man Aash (Aas- 
if Mandvi), tells him that after three years 
of trying to get their start-up ageney sign- 
ing a few big-name athletes, maybe it’s 
time to elose up shop. The two have a 
few drinks at JB’s house, diseussing their 
predieament. After Aash leaves, a deflat- 
ed JB turns on the TV and flips past the 
erieket game Aash had been watehing ear- 
lier. Flips past and then, after watehing a 
few minutes of Susan Boyle on Britain s 
Got Talent, he turns baek to erieket, then 
baek to Susan Boyle, then baek to erieket, 
where he watehes the bowler piteh — 
whieh I know isn’t the right term, thanks 
to some in-movie erieket tutorials, but 
the point is the pitehing (or bowling, as 
I think it’s aetually ealled) gives JB an 
idea. What if he finds a few Indian erieket 
players and turns them into major league 
baseball players? Beeause he’ll be the one 
“diseovering” them, he will have first dibs 
on representing them. And, forget their 
on-field play, the first Indian professional 
baseball player eould be hugely valuable 
for his potential to sell T-shirts and hats to 
the untapped Indian market. 

JB gets an investor on board with his 
plans and then heads to India to run a talent 
eontest ealled Million Dollar Arm, where 
Indian hopefuls — some erieket players 
but then some just hoping for a shot at the 
opportunities of Ameriea — try their hand 
at pitehing. JB travels from town to town 
with a small entourage: loeal organizer 
Vivek (Darshan Jariwala), would-be base- 
ball eoaeh Amit (Pitobash) and baseball 
seout Ray (Alan Arkin), adding bits of 
eranky old-guy wisdom whenever eranky 
old-guy wisdom is ealled for. Eventual- 
ly, they find two standouts, Rinku (Suraj 
Sharma) and Dinesh (Madhur Mittal), two 
young men who have never played base- 
ball before but now have a ehanee to play 
in the big league. 

Aetually, they have probably a great 
ehanee at speetaeularly failing to get into 
the big leagues — as a variety of peo- 
ple ineluding skeptieal eoaeh Tom House 


(Bill Paxton) tell JB. But JB brings them 
to Ameriea and gets them started on their 
training. They have only a few months to 
get up to speed on the game and try out for 
the majors before the investor’s funding 
for the projeet runs out. Formerly earefree 
single dude JB must now serve as their 
surrogate earegiver — a role he ehafes 
in, as he explains to Brenda (Lake Bell), 
the down-to-earth tenant in his pool house 
who pushes him to be his best self. 

I will say that as movie-star-beautiful 
but eommon-sense-having girls-next- 
door go. Bell’s Brenda is less of a eliehe 
than the deseription suggests. Bell — who 
I remember first seeing and disliking on 
some TV legal drama nonsense — has 
really grown on me over the years. She 
has solid eomie timing and is the kind of 
aetress who ean make a movie feel smart- 
er and more substantial than it really is. 
Her Brenda has aetual romantie ehemis- 
try with Hamm’s JB, whieh makes their 
seenes together no more than half as 
eheeseball as they eould have been. 

In general, it’s the performanees in 
this movie that save it from sports mov- 
ie eheesiness. Aasif Mandvi, whose work 
I know primarily from The Daily Show, 
does best- friend duty with aplomb. The 
Indian aetors bring heft to their eharaeters 
and aren’t just foils for personal growth 
in JB. Sharma and Mittal are emotional- 
ly vulnerable without seeming weak, and 
Pitobash is the optimist balanee to Ray’s 
Alan-Arkin-y eurmudgeonliness. 

And, of eourse, then there’s Hamm, 
who is interesting to wateh in part beeause 
the movie highlights all the things he does 
as Don Draper — the way he earries him- 
self and the way that little things, like hair 
style, really built the guy we’ve eome to 
know as Don (or Diek Whitman, whatev- 
er). I mentioned his voiee before in part 
beeause I was struek by how mueh Hamm 
has been doing a Don Draper voiee. Even 
when JB is making a very Don-like piteh 
to a potential elient, we are hearing a 
totally different speaking style and totally 
different way of using faeial expression. 
For an aetor tied in so elosely with an 
ieonie eharaeter (think James Gandolfini 
at the height of The Sopranos popularity) 
half the battle ean be getting you to see 
someone different when you look at them. 
Hamm pretty quiekly got me watehing JB, 
not just some version of Don. 

Million Dollar Arm is a movie that 
manages, in large part beeause of its per- 
formanees, to be more than just the sum 
of its parts, more than just a gentle sports 
movie with a quirky twist. B-

Recycled Percussion coming to Veterans Park

Since the days of hauling plastic buckets, 
drumsticks, guitars and sound gear in the 
back of a Ford Escort, travel and the weather 
have always factored into Recycled Percus- 
sion’s performances. Since the band finished 
third in the 2009 season of America ’s Got 
Talent, most of its performances happen in 
Las Vegas hotels. But they tour every win- 
ter and always play a hometown New Year’s 
Eve show at the Palace Theatre. 

It almost didn’t happen this time around, 
when a blizzard canceled their Ohio-Man- 
chester flight. But the Goffstown junk 
rockers have endured worse hardships than 
snowstorms. Two band members once suf- 
fered broken ankles mere seconds apart 
and kept on playing. Mother Nature was no 
match; the band rented a van and arrived 
home with time to spare. 

In a recent phone interview, Justin Spen- 
cer recalled thinking, “Oh, a blizzard? 
Yeah, we’ll drive through that. You almost 
look forward to that challenge; otherwise 
it becomes the same old thing. There was 
never a question in my mind whether we 
were going to drive. It was how we were 
going to convince the other guys to do it.” 

Most likely the weather will be kind- 
er when Recycled Percussion plays a late 
afternoon show in Veterans Park on June 1 . 
It’s the band’s first local outdoor show in 
three years, though until 2008, such events 
were commonplace. 

“We used to play the Rock 101 Sky Show 
back in the day, but not since then, since the

band’s really taken off,” said Spencer. “In 
the last six years, we’ve only come back 
to perform indoors, but we thought it’d be 
good to have an outdoor venue.” 

The band will perform a reworked ver- 
sion of the rocked-up, kinetic Las Vegas 
show, now in residency at the Quad Hotel. 

“When we get to come back and do some- 
thing unique on a different stage, we have to 
put on our creativity and think of things we 
can do,” said Spencer. “Most of all, we want 
to create a family environment. Bringing a 
Vegas show back to Manchester, you want 
all ages to come and enjoy the show.” 

Recycled Percussion has a special affini- 
ty for its hometown. 

“There are people who remember us 
from way back,” said Spencer. “I think of 
New Hampshire and feel a sense of respon- 
sibility for helping us get to where we are.” 

Spencer was inspired to form Legacy X, 
an organization devoted to using his per- 
sonal story as an example for others. 


“I came from a working class family; 
times weren’t always easy,” he explained. 
“We’ve had great success, and I wanted to 
develop a movement in which we could 
inspire others to follow that exact same path 
... to find a purpose in life. When you come 
up the ladder the way we did, you appreciate 
it a lot more. Nothing was ever really handed 
to us. We were genuinely busting our butts to 
get what we got. I think our fans know [and] 
respect the path we’ve come down.” 

Asked to name the next level for his 
band, Spencer replies, “I think we’re at it. 
We’re doing a Vegas show. You can hope 
for reality shows or commercial deals, but 
beyond that? We started in a small town, a 
band that plays on buckets, and now we’re 
headlining in Las Vegas. That right there 
is all we’re looking for. We’re here; we’ve 
reached the summit. Now, how long we 
stay on that summit for depends on what 
we do from here on out.” M 


Hey, hey it’s the Monkees 

Surviving members play in Hampton

At interview’s end, Peter Tork is suddenly 
energized, agitated by a compliment couched 
as complaining. So many questionable bands 
are in the Rock & Roll Hall of Fame, Tork is 
told. But his band, which in its heyday out- 
sold The Beatles and the Stones combined, is 
not. That doesn’t seem just. 


“I’ll tell you why; it’s easy,” Tork said, his 
voice rising. “That fiiss about The Monkees 
not playing their instruments is a burr under 
[Rolling Stone founder] Jann Wenner’s sad- 
dle. He has a veto . . . and he doesn’t like us.” 

It’s true that Tork, Michael Nesmith, 
Mickey Dolenz and Davy Jones sang and 
studio musicians did the playing on the 
band’s first two albums, something the 
group resented at the time. 


“But that turned out to be very smart,” 
Tork admits in hindsight. “We knew how to 
play enough music to get people to dance, 
but we didn’t know how to make records 
very well.” 

They didn’t even know each other until 
the TV show began in the mid-1960s, but 
members of the group were active musicians 
before the Monkees. During breaks filming 
the pilot episode, they jammed on Chuck 
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Berry covers. ‘Totally spontaneous, Tork 
said, but good enough to impress a Capitol 
Records executive watching in the studio. 

But early on, the network kept instruments 
out of their hands. Eventually, they would 
play and sing on every track, beginning with 
Monkees Headquarters. 

“There was musicianship waiting to hap- 
pen,” Tork said. “We didn’t get to sleep five 
to a mattress in Hamburg with the fleas . . . 
it turned out not to be necessary. But it was 
necessary to Jann Wenner, and the truth is it 
doesn’t matter.” 

It’s certainly not important to fans of all 
ages who continue to buy Monkees records 
and concert tickets. 

“It’s wonderful,” Tork said. “People are 
still interested [and] the fact that they have 
passed it on through generations — it’s 
amazing that we’ve managed to keep some 
connection after all these years.” 

In the beginning, everyone, even writ- 
ers of some of their biggest hits, sniffed at 
them. Most saw the made-for-television band 
as “nothing more than a curio, like / Dream 
ofJeannieJ' Tork said. “I can’t image Carole 
King would want to write a song for Ozzie 
& Harriet. That would not have been a great 
feather in her cap.” 

But eventually King and writing partner 
Gerry Gofifin came around. So did Neil Dia- 
mond, Neil Sedaka and the team of Barry 
Mann & Cynthia Weil. 

“There was movement, and the other guys 
went, ‘Hey, there’s something there, let’s 


see what we can do, Tork said, emphasiz- 
ing that principal songwriters Tommy Boyce 
and Bobby Hart (“Last Train to Clarksville,” 
“(Theme From) The Monkees”) built the 
band’s early foundation. 

The three surviving members open a sum- 
mer tour in Hampton Beach on May 22. It’s 
a multimedia show, said Tork, with rare films 
and favorite moments from the TV show, 
plus classic hits and deep cuts. There will 
also be a segment paying tribute to singer 
Davy Jones, who died in 2012. 

Tork believes Jones’s musical talents get 
an unfair rap. 

“[He] picked up whatever you asked him 
to and played whatever you wanted him to 
play, perfect; first time every time,” he said, 
calling the singer “probably the most purely 
gifted musician of the four of us.” 

Tork, Michael Nesmith and Mick- 
ey Dolenz will each take the spotlight for 
a solo song or two during the show. Tork 
touted his side project. Shoe Suede Blues, 
during the interview. 

''Step By Step, the band’s latest CD, will 
be on the merch table, and we hope that peo- 
ple get it.” M

NEWS OF THE WEIRD BY CHUCK SHEPHERD 


Prom draft 

A week before the National Football 
League held its 2014 Draft Day in May, a 
large eontingent of junior and senior boys 
staged their own draft day at Corona del 
Mar High Sehool in Newport Beaeh, Calif, 
“dividing up” the available girls to ask to the 
upeoming prom. As in the NFL, the drafters 
“seouf ’ the draftees, and a “rule book” notes 
the draft’s boundaries (e.g., this year, sopho- 
more girls are eligible). The girls, of eourse, 
ean deeline the invitation, but the draft, as in 
the NFL, is designed to diseourage a seleet- 
ed girl from being “poaehed” by “eompeting” 
boys. Obviously, many in the eommunity 
expressed horror at the draft, with the prin- 
eipal denouneing it and urging parents to rein 
in their sons, but one of the drafted girls wrote 
that the whole thing was just “fun” and “is 
not, was never, and will never ever be used to 
objeetify the girls.” 

Can’t possibly be true 

• The downfall of Russia-sympathizing 
Ukrainian president Viktor Yanukovyeh in 
February (whieh eventually provoked Vlad- 
imir Putin’s retaliation against Ukraine) 
aeeelerated when his eountrymen learned 
of his startlingly opulent lifestyle (e.g., gold 
toilets, a private zoo), ineluding eatehing a 
video glimpse of a nude portrait Yanukovyeh 
had eommissioned of himself by artist Olga 
Oleynik. Yanukovyeh, a not-partieularly-buff 
63 -year-old man, was portrayed reelining 
and with an undersized male endowment. 
(Oleynik told Agenee Franee-Presse news 
serviee that she had done a similar portrait 
of Putin more generously endowed but was 
“afraid” to show it in publie or to diselose 
whether it was aetually eommissioned by 
Putin.) 

• Skylar King, 28, filed a lawsuit in Clay- 
ton, Mo., in April against dentist Mark 
Meyers (and his Same Day Dentures elinie) 
for a 2009 session in whieh Meyers somehow 
obtained King’s eonsent to extraet all 32 of 
his teeth and provide dentures, promptly after 
obtaining $5,235 on King’s mother’s ered- 
it eard. King, who was seeking treatment for 
an abseessed tooth, said Dr. Meyers warned 
that he was at risk of “fatal blood poison- 
ing” unless all teeth were yanked. Dr. Meyers 
insisted that King aetually requested the pro- 
eedure, even though X-rays revealed that at 
least 28 of the teeth were treatable. 

• As of late Mareh, the Sainsbury’s super- 
market in Basford, England, still had an 
operational ATM on an outside wall even 
though its sereen and eontrols were only 
15 inehes off the ground, foreing eus- 
tomers to bend over or kneel down to get 
eash. A Sainsbury’s spokesman, shown 
a photo by a reporter of a user squatting 
“ineredibly uneomfortabl(y),” said no one 
had eomplained, but that the store would look 
into moving the maehine. The only explana- 


tion offered for the plaeement was that the 
store is loeated on a hill. 

Unclear on the concept 

• Wellma “Tootie” Shafer, 46, was fired 
as a eashier at the Last Chanee Market in 
Russell, Iowa, after a eustomer reported her 
engaging in “sexual” banter at the register. 
Her boss, Riek Braaksma, explained, “We 
eannot ... talk about adult situations in front 
of other eustomers,” and when Shafer sought 
unemployment eompensation, Braaksma 
ehallenged her applieation. However, among 
the items Last Chanee sells are Wake the F- 
Up Coffee, The Hottest F-ing Sauee (noted, 
the label states, for its “ass-buming quali- 
ty”) and The Hottest F-ing Nuts (all produet 
names using the explieit “F word”), and a 
state administrative judge granted Shafer 
benefits, showing (aeeording to an April Des 
Moines Register report) little sympathy for 
the store’s eontradietory poliey. 

• Refresher eourse on Buddhism needed: 
An unnamed 40-year-old man was eharged in 
Briee, Franee, in May for a Febmary ineident 
in whieh his eat knoeked over his statue of 
Buddha, demolishing it. The man apparently 
so reveres Buddha that, enraged, he tortured 
the eat by tossing it into his washing maehine 
and setting it for a eyele at the equivalent of 
104 degrees F. 

The continuing crisis 

Brazilian authorities told reporters in April 
that villagers in remote Ayopaya, needing to 
reeover three motorbikes stolen by two men 
tied them to a tree of woe for several days 
until relatives eame up with eompensation. 
The tree was a permanent host for ants that 
produee a venom with anti-inflammatory 


properties used to treat arthritis, and though 
relatives paid up three days later, both men 
required hospitalization, one with kidney 
failure. 

Bright Ideas 

• For this year’s annual April 25 fundrais- 
ing projeet, the Australian and New Zealand 
Army Corps sold a 60-seeond “message,” 
digitally downloadable for a donation of the 
equivalent of $2.11 but eonsisting only of 
silenee (“prereeorded” silenee). A veterans’ 
offieial told Australian Broadeasting Corpo- 
ration News, “I was a bit dubious (but) ... I’ve 
seen the enthusiasm at whieh this is being 
pieked up nationally.” 

• On-the-lam parolee Mark Royal, 51, 
spotted in his ear by sheriff’s deputies in Sae- 
ramento, California, in Mareh, led offieers on 
a 35-mile ehase before eoming to a stop in 
front of the Plaeer County Jail in Auburn and 
surrendering. He told the puzzled deputies 
only that “the food is better here” than in Sae- 
ramento’s loek-up (but the deputies returned 
him to Saeramento, anyway). 

John Novak, 48, was taken to a hospital 
and then arrested after a rough night in May 
in Buhl, Idaho, in whieh he threatened his sis- 
ter with a rifle-bayonet and then tried a home 
remedy to relieve a snoring problem. With 
what was later measured as a 0.50 blood- 
aleohol level (more than six times the state’s 
presumed-impaired limit), he stuek two straws 
into his nostrils and slammed a door rapidly 
into his faee, attempting to break the nose (and 
apparently sueeeeding, although his exaet eon- 
dition was not reported). He said he had been 
drinking “for a week straight,” to dull the antie- 
ipated pain he had planned to ereate.
